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THREE NEGROES LYNCHED 


They Shot Louisiana Man to Test 
Their New Weapons. 


ALL CONFESSED THEIR CRIME 


Shreveport Colored Men Helped the 
Whites to Capture and Hang 
“the Culprits. 


SHREVEPORT, La., Nov. 30.—In the 
presence of a crowd of about 1,200 whites 


and negroes, Phil Davis, Walter Carter, and : 


Clint Thomas, all negroes, were lynched 
this afternoon about 1 o’clock within a 
short distance of Belcher, which is twenty 
miles from Shreveport. 

The men were executed for participating 


' Bureau of Finance, Department of Posts, { in the fatal shooting of Robert Adger, one 


of the most popular business men in North 
Louisiana. ‘ 

The negroes confessed their crime. They 
stated that they were trying new guns, 
and when Adger appeared on the street, 
thought it quite natural to turn the guns 
on him. 

No shots were fired at the lynching, the 
negroes all being hanged to a single limb 
of atree. Two of the negroes under arrest, 
Sam Lee and Peter Thomas, were released, 
Lee proved that he had attempted to pre- 
vent the negroes from shooting Adger, and 
Thomas established the fact that he was 
too frightened to shoot. 

Phil Davis and Walter Carter were cap- 
tured yesterday afternoon several miles 
from the scene of their crime. Clint Thomas 
was caught later about a mile and a half 
from Belcher. 

The negroes were taken before Adger 
and confessed their crime. They were held 
in concealment until shortly before 1 
o'clock to-day, when they were taken out 
and hanged. 

Davis is said to be an ex-convict and 
Walter Carter was forced to flee from 
Mansfield, La., about a year ago for in- 
sulting a white woman. 

The negroes of Belcher joined in the 
search for the men, and were apparently 
as eager to have them lynched as the 
whites. One negro was presented by the 
whites with a purse of $100 for the part he 
took in the pursuit. 

The negroes who were lynched were given 
an opportunity to pray. 


BRITISH WARSHIPS AGAIN

It ts asserted that the squadron's visit 
to La Guayra is in connection with the 
closing of the River Orinoco by President 
Castro to foreign trade, which has spe- 
cially affected the interests of Trinidad.

One of the deputies was sent down 
on the steamer with instructions to serve 
the papers whenever Helm should appear. 

For two years past Mr. Helm Has pro- 
moted the building of the Valdes and Cop- 
per River Railroad, from Valdes toward 
the interior. A number of men have been 
employed on the railroad and town site 
scheme. According to their statements, 
they have not been paid for many months, 
and are now destitute, It is stated at 
Valdes that they are without sufficient 
clothing, and intend seeking the aid of 
the Federal authorities to reach their 
homes.

tate of Willlam Wyman on the 
Death of Hig Daughter.

BALTIMORE, Nov. 30.—Under the will of 
Willam Wyman, the philanthropist, pro- 
bated to-day, Johng Hopkins University 
will receive his estate, valued at over $500,- 
000, upon the death of his daughter, Mrs. 
Helen Wyman Rollins, widow of the Rey. 
Samuel Rollins. 

After making specific bequests aggregat- 
ing $100,000 to relativegd and servants, the 
testator directs that the residue of the 
estate, except that specifically bequeathed 
to his daughter, which includes his Sum- 
mer house at Pittsfield, N. H., be held in 
trust by executors for her benefit. They 
are directed to pay out of the net income 
of the estate $¢,000 anmually to Mrs. Rollins 
during her life, and at her death, should 
she be without issue, thé residue of the 
estate goes to Johns Hopkins University. 

Mr. Wyman, by his gift of the Homewood 
estate a year ago, began the movement 
which resulted in the acquisition of a new 
site for the university, and in the raising 
of the $1,000,000 endowment fund. The 
land he gave is worth $250,000. At that 
time, by an arrangement with his family, 
he released $500,000 of his patrimony in 
favor of his only sister, Mrs. Aldrich of 


New York, and her family. He did this 
so that in giving his estate, Homewood, to 
the university, and making it his residuary 
legatee, he tvould meet with the entire ap- 
proval of those interested. 

Among special bequests are $5,000 each 
to Mr. Wyman’s nephews, James Herman 
Aldrich and Spencer Aldrich of New York; 
$20,000 to 8t. John’s Episcopal Church, 
Huntington, Baltimore County; $5,000 to 
Grace Episcopal Church, Baltimore City, 
and $5,000 to St. Stephen’s Church, Pitts- 
field, N. H.

IN BOODLE SCANDAL 


Testimony In the Grand Rapids 
Water Deal.

GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Nov. 30.—The 
confession of ex-City Attorney Lant K. 
SaJsbury, in regard to the notorious water 
scandai in this city, was told to-day for the 
first time in court at the preliminary ex- 
amination of State Senator David Burns, 
and it has created a tremendous sensation 
on account of the number of prominent per- 
sons it implicates, in addition to the seven- 
teen officials and former officials who were 
arrested on bribery charges ten days ago. 

Never once did Salsbury have to refer to 
notes, and he rendered his testimony read- 
ily and rapidly, giving names, dates, and 
occurrences as though the alleged events

As 
names of many prominent men were men- 
tioned by Salsbury, and the amount: he

BOODLER KELLY REFUSES 
TO RETURN TO ST. LOUIS. 


Legislative Agent of Baking Powder 
Trust Rejects All Offers.

MONTREAL, Canada, Nov. 30.—R. E. 
See, Marshal of the Missouri Supreme 
Court, has been in conference the past few 
days with D. J. Kelly, legislative agent of 
the $20,000,000 Baking Powder, Trust, who 
fled to Canada following his indictment by 
the Cole County (Mo.)

“ See is a nice fellow,” said Kelly, after 
returning to Montreal, ‘“‘but he does not 
know me. It is no use for the Missouri au- 
thorities to make overtures to me. I would 


rather remain in exile all the rest of my 
days than do my friends, or those who 
were once my friends, the least injury.”’

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The report of 
Assistant Postmaster General Bristow on 
the postal scandal throws little light on @ 
phase of the subject. concerning which 
there is as much popular curiosity as on any , 
other—namely, the relation of Congressmen 
to the graft conspiracy. 

But there are in the report two instances 
of Congressional methods, whch are- in- 
cluded in that section of the document de-' 
voted to Beavers. They give a hint:of the 
way in which Beavers was enabled to main- 
tain his system without interference from . 
Congress, and tend to explain the fact, so 
often proclaimed by Beavers’s friends at 
the beginning of’ the investigation, that 
he held Congress in the palm of his hand, 
At that time Beavers’s friends thought his 
Congressional pull was so strong that no 
investigation could hurt him. 

The Government lost $1,440 by the first 
of the instances given by Mr. Bristow.

NEW MAY SUCCEED HEATH. 


Possible Secretary of the Republican 
National Committee Is an 
Indianapolis Man.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 380.—The publica- 
tion of the Bristow report has revived talk 
about the continuance of Perry Heath as 
Secretary of the National Republican Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Heath was selected by Senator Hanna 
as Secretary of the National Committee 
largely on the recommendation, and cer- 
tainly with the aproval, of President Mc- 
Kinley. His retention of that office until 
the choice of the next National Committee 
is a matter of no cqncern as far as the 
next Presidential campaign is concerned. 
The Secretary of the present committee has 
no duties to perform, not even in connec- 
tion with the meeting to select a place and 
designate a time for the convention of 
104. 

Statements attributed to Mr. Heath indi- 
cate that he has no intention of voluntarily 
retiring from the Secretaryship. It is prob- 
able he will change his mind on that point 
before the National Committee assembles. 

It is not likely that Mr. Heath will at- 
tend the meeting next month, and in that 
event a new Secretary will be appointed. 

Harry 8S. New of Indianapolis is the mem. 

ber the National Committee from In- 
diana, and was very active in the last 
National tampaign. It is believed that Mr. 
New will be induced to accept the Secre- 
taryship of the committee, vice Heath, and 
that he will continue in that position dur- 
ing the campaign of 1904. 
Mr. New is a friend of Mr. Heath, and 
would do nothing to prejudice him. But it 
is apparent to New that Heath must re- 
tire from the committee, and he has beer 
spoken to about the succession. He de 
clined to-day to talk of the matter, saying 
it would be time enough to think of choos- 
ing a Secretary when Heath retired. If 
Heath resigns, and it is believed he will, 
Mr. New will not refuse the place should 
it be offered. Mr. New is expected in 
Washington the last of the week.

British Humorist the Guest of the Re- 
publican Club— Speeches by Mr.

The People’s Line steamboat Dean Rich- 
mond, from this city, and the Citizens’ 
Line steamboat Saratoga, from Troy, left 
for New York this afternoon, 

The river is filled with floating Ice, some 
of it as thick as five inches, and it was 
deemed unsafe to attempt the trip to- 
night. 

The old sidewheel steamboat M. Martin, 
which has plied between this city and 
Newburg since 1868, lies on the river bot- 
tom here with the water almost level with 
her main deck. She sank yesterday upon

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ODELL SEES THE 
NEW YORK LEADERS. 


Plans Afoot to Improve Situation in 
the Metropolis. 


Other Party Chiefs Summoned to the 
Executive Chamber to Confer 
with the Governor. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Nov. 80.—Gov. Odell has taken 
up the reins. of leadership, thinking ones 
here are forced to believe, and his first 
move for the reformation of the machine 
in New York City was made to-day, when 
a dozen district chieftains from that city 
called at the executive chamber in answer 
to summonses, and were questioned con- 
cerning affairs in their districts and their 
opinion relative to a new Chairman for the 
New York County Committee. 

It is true that Gov. Odell expressed his 
friendship and esteem for M. Linn Bruce, 
the present Chairman, and said to him that 
while he had no criticism to make of his 
official record, he believed the time had 
come when a cool, calculating man with 
executive ability was needed at the head 
of the organization in New York City. 

Accordingly Gov. Odell has begun to fa- 
miliarize himself with the details of the 
party in the metropolis, and within the next 
few days every district leader will have 
been invited to the executive chamber. To- 
day the metropolitan district leaders who 
talked with the Governor included William 
Henkle of the Eighteenth, E. H. Healey of 
the Thirty-fifth, Herman Joverschoff of the 
Thirteenth, John 8S. Pegnam of the Four- 
teenth, Samuel Strosberger of the Thirty- 
first, Charles K. Lexow of the Twenty-sec- 
ond, and William Halpin of the Ninth. 

When the Governor finally saw the news- 
paper correspondents he refused to make 
any comment on the visit of the New York 
dfStrict leaders, but he did take occasion to 
deny that the Republican headquarters in 
New York City were to be removed from 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel to the Republican 
Club. 

Gov. Odell said relative to the visit of the 
metropolitan leaders that he was simply 
taking a ‘‘more active interest” in polli- 
tics. When asked if he expected all the 
district leaders to visit him, he replied that 
he would not be surprised if a great num- 
ber did come to Albany. 

The fact that Deputy Secretary of State 
J. B. H. Mongin had arranged for early 
primaries in Séneca, and the report that 
Gov. Odell had advocated to his friends the 
idea of holding early primaries and quick 
arrangements for the delegates to the 
Spring Convention, were called to the 
Governor's attention, and he denied that 
he had been consulted in the matter or had 
advised Mr. Mongin or any one else to hold 
early primaries or conventions, 

Nevertheless there is a growing belief 
that during the next week many more con- 
ventions will be called in up-State districts 
and all plans made for the quick election of 
delegates. Factional lines are being drawn 
throughout the State, and the Odell and 
Platt adherents are watching each other 
very closely. 

Besides the New York politicians there 
were a number of up-State leaders in town 
to-day, and most of them called on the 
Governor. William C. Warren of Buffalo, 
who is said to be Gov. Odell’s choice for the 
National Committee from this State, and 
William Barnes, Jr., at Present Chairman 
of the Executive Committee of the State 
organization, but who is favored by Gov. 
Odell for Col. Dunn's place at the head of 
the State Committee, also saw the Gov- 
ernor this afternoon, and the situation in 
the State was carefully gone over. 

Other notable callers on the Governor to- 
day were Louis F. Payn of Columbia 
County, George W. Aldridge of Monroe, 
Senator Wilcox of Cayuga, and Senator 
Warnick of Montgomery. 

In the course of the next week it is ex- 
pected that most of the prominent Repub- 
lican politicians in the State will be called 
to the Executive Chamber. The impression 
has gone forth that Goy. Odell is “ count- 
ing noses,’ and is determined to ascertain 
just who are with him and who against 
him. It ts believed that he is pursuing a 
course approved by President Roosevelt, 
who is more than anxious to secure the 
solid delegation from New York to the 
National Convention next year, at which 
a candidate for President will be nominated. 


DISTRICT CHANGES LIKELY. 


M. Linn Bruce Thinks Some Local 
Chiefs Are Listed for Early 
Deposition. 


When the New York City Republican dis- 
trict leaders reached New York last even- 
ing they had little to say of their intérview 
with the Governor. 

President M. Linn Bruce declared that in 
his opinion Gov. Odell had sent for the 
leaders to gain an exact idea of conditions 
in their districts, and further declared that 
it was pretty well defined that there were 
certain district leaders whose work had 
not given gatisfaction to Senator Platt or to 
the Governor. 

Certain leaders are acceptable neither to 
the Senator nor to the Governor, and how 
to get rid of them with the least friction is 
the problem which Gov. Odell and the lieu- 
tenants of Senator Platt are trying to solve. 

President Bruce reiterated yesterday that 
he was not certain that he could accept 
a re-election as head of the County Com- 
mittee. It is expected that after the Gov- 
ernor’s visit this week there will be more 
of ‘“ definiteness’’ about the chairman- 
ship. 

It was declared last night by one close 
to Gov. OGell that ex-Lieut. Gov. Woodruff 
was Gov. Odell’s choice for Governor next 
yeary and that he and his friends would be 
agreeable to the renomination of Lieut, 
Gov. Frank W. Higgins of Cattaraugus. 

This man further declared that the Gov- 
ernor was favorable to the re-election of 


Senator Chauncey M. Depew, and that he 
was perfectly willing to concede the claims

FIRE CHIEF PURROY OUT 


Retires on Half Pay and Imme- 
diately Leaves the City. 


Commissioner Sturgis Will Again Ask 
Civil Service Commission for Elig- 

ible List ard Hold 
Examination.

Fire Chief Charles D. Purroy was yes- 
terday retired on half pay by Commission- 
er Sturgis. The order will take effect at 8 
o'clock this morning, and in the meantime 
Chief Purroy was given a leave of absence. 
He left the city immediately, it is said, 
end will be away three or four days. He is 
about fifty years old, and will receive 
$3,000 a year from the city for the rest of 
his life. It was stated that he made the 
application for his own retirement on the 
ground of years of service, but it has been 
generally believed for some time that he 
would leave the department if Tammany 
won the election, fearing that his position 
would not be made agreeable by the many 
friends of ex-Chief Croker, who are influ- 
ential in the organization, and who blame 
him for Croker’s downfall. Mr. Purroy’s 
friends, on the other hand, have insisted 
that he had nothing to do with Croker’s 
troubles. 

Chief Purroy evidently wanted to hold 
office to the last minute, but the time in 
which Commissioner Sturgis may be able 
to appoint his successor is getting danger- 
ously short. 

Commissioner Sturgis, when seen last 
evehing at his home, 88 East Thirty-sixth 
Street, said that Chief Purroy's retirement 
was altogether optiondl with the Chief him- 
self, as he had served a good deal more 
than the twenty years which under the 
rules of the department a uniformed man 
must put in before he can demand retire- 
ment on & pension. 

Commissioner Sturgis said that last week 
he had asked the Civil Service Commission 
for an eligible list for Chief, and had been 
told by the President and other officers 
that an examination would be held, but 
later objection was made by a member of 
the board that such an examination could 
not be held as there was no vacancy. “I 
did not press the question,” said Mr. Sturgis, 
‘but now that there is a vacancy I shall 
to-morrow request that an examination be 
held, and I think there is little doubt but 
that the list will be furnished before Jan. 
1,. There could be no reason other than a 
politica! one for delaying it.”

OF MUSIC IN RUINS | 


Historic Amusement Structure 
Totally Destroyed by Fire. 


SWIFT WORK OF THE FLAMES 


Caterers Preparing for McCarren Ban- 


quet Barely Escaped with Their 
Lives—Adjoining Building De- 
stroyed—One Death 
Rumored. 


Brooklynites of two generations felt a 


- Gistinct sense of personal loss yesterday 


when they knew that the historic Academy 
of Music had been totally destroyed by fire. 
General relief was expressed that the old 
building was gone, for it had all but out- 
lived its userulness, was no longer centrally 
located, and had long been under grave 
suspicion as a fire trap, and the manner of 
its destruction showed that had it befallen 
while a crowded audience was within its 
walls, the horrors of the Brooklyn Theatre 
fire of Dec. 1876, would have been 
eclipsed. 

Insurance rates had been advanced upon 
it from $36.40 to $47.40 per $1,000 of insur- 
ance in 1902, which the Directors refused 
to pay, and the corporation carried its own 
risk since the policies lapsed on June 15 of 
that year. 

“The stock of the corporation on the 
Broad Street curb jumped 5 points as soon

it was one of the swiftest destructions 
that Brooklyn has ever known, the whole 
great auditorium being a seething sea of 
flame within twenty minutes: of the time 
the first spark was seen, while panicky 
Scenes were taking place in the near-by 
financial institutions and the row of dwe!)l- 
ings from 147 to 167 Remsen Street, in the 
rear, which were separated from the fire 
wniy by their back yards. 

Though the flames roared high above the 
doomed structure as its roof fell in, its 
Massive walls stood to the end, and the 
only building to go with it was the three- 
Story café and billiard rooms of John Mc- 
Groarty, at 196 Montague Street, adjoining 
on the east, which was totally destroyed, 
and here it was reported that one volunteer 
Was caught and burned to death while sav- 
ing «portable valuables. No one was re- 
ported missing to the police and no body 
was found up to 4 o'clock in the afternoon, 
when the nearly completed work of search- 
ing the saloon ruins was abandoned be- 
cause of a tottering front wall.

The Academy had been decorated by 
John J. Sullivan for the McCarren banquet 
last evening, and a few of his men were 
putting on the finishing touches, while a 
few employes of W. A. Weed, the caterer, 
had already gone to work, though none of 
the food and drink had yet arrived.

INVALID | PRISONER — ESCAPES. 


John Webber, with Fractured Skull, 
, Cleverly Quits Westchester 
County Jail. 


WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Nov. 30.—John 
Webber, known as the “gentleman bur- 
glar,’’ who was arrested in New York City 
on July 6 for burglaries committed in 
Chappaqua and vicinity, escaped from the 
county jail here this morning. 

Webber, while being brought here from 
New York on July 6, jumped from the train 
and fractured his skull. Since then he had 
been under the care of Dr. Birch and a New 
York specialist. Two trained nurses had 
been watching him, one in the daytime and 
the other at night. 

He was in the hospital] ward of the jail 
and at 3 o'clock this morning, while the 
night nurse was asleep and Night Watch-

The police tn New 
York were at once notified, as it is thought 
he probably boarded a freight train and 
made his way to the city. 

Webber's wife is said to live.in New York 
City. The police here say that he is an old 
offender and that his picture is in the 
Rogues’ Gallery at Police Headquarters in 
New York. 


CONTEST FOR BOSTON FORTUNE, 
Legal Fight for $7,000,000 Public Be- 
quest of Arioch Wentworth. 


BOSTON, Nov. 30.—Hearings in connection 
with the contest of the will of the late 
Arioch Wentworth of this city, who “cut 
off” his relatives and left $7,000,000 to 
found an industrial school, were resumed 
here to-day.

‘old minister,”” who believes in strict ad- 
herence to the blue laws, and Obadiah 
Blurton, a miser, who is aided and abetted 
in his meanness by Dorcas Tattleby, @ 
shrewish village gossip. Lem Ransom, re- 
formed, returns to the old town, and his 
enemy sets the more narrow-minded mem- 
bers of the community against him. An 
effort is made to force him to leave the 
place. The new minister arrives, takes the 
ex-convict’s part, quotes pee tage pas- 
sages pointing the way to charity for such 
sinners. and eventually falls in love with 
the. man’s daughter, marries her, and ex- 
poses the villain. 

The opening act is almost a continuous 
laugh from start to finish. 

In the second act the men who have 
previously been ranked among the non- 
churchgoers have called to see the new 
minister about entering the fold. “fo one 
of.them he says: 

Do you believe im prayer?” as 
“ Well, I believe in prayer and hustlin’, 
is the answer, “but the one ain’t much 
g00d without the other.’ To illustrate his 
point, he tells the story of the negro who 

prayed one night for a turkey. 

“He got up the next morning,” contin- 
ues the rustic, ‘“‘and there warn’t no tur- 
key there. That night he hustled. The 
next mornin’ he had a turkey.” 

This same man asks the new minister if 
he believes in telling funny stories on the 
Sabbath. 

“Any story 
other day may be told on Sunday,” 
the minister. 

“Well,” is the reply, after some hesita- 
tion, ‘‘ this ain't that kind of a story.” 

Of course much of the humor is of the 
obvious not to say commonplace, kind, but 
it is entirely in keeping with the characters 
and the atmosphere of the play. The result 
certainly is most entertaining. 

Ernest Hasting, who plays the new min- 
ister, conveys an idea of frank manliness; 
he reads the nays teat passages excellently. 
Grace Hanson played the part of the con- 
vict's daughter with an excellent simula- 
tion of real feeling, and Charles Stedman, 
Louis Fierce, Frederick Mower, W. C. Tan- 
ner, John Barker, John P. Brown, and 
Clara Rainford are each entitled to a word 
of praise. Joseph Conyers, who appeared 
as the detective, was comical, but played 
somewhat too much in the burlesque vein. 


“THE LIGHT OF OTHER DAYS.” 


Robert Mantell Returns to New York in 
a New Melodrama. 


“The Light of Other Days’’ was pre- 
sented at the Fourteenth Street Theatre 
last night, with Robert Mantell in the réle 
of Maurice Desmond, an Irish nobleman, 
who, when a young man, goes to France 
during the turbulent days of the revolution 
of 1798 to rescue a young Countess whom 
he had met and learned to love in Ireland, 
and who had been deserted by her traitor 
husband and left in great danger of harm 
at the hands of the revolutionists. 

It has been several years since Mr. Man- 
tell appeared in this city, and he received 
an ovation on his first entrance last night. 
He played a somewhat youthful part with 
considerable dash and earned the several 
curtain calls which he obtained. 

The play is founded on an episode in one 
of Egerton Castle's early novels. It is ro- 
mantic, and has several tragedies. There 
is through most of it the noise of booming 
guns and the tread of soldiers’ feet, and 
in that part of the play that is in Ireland 
a tremendous thunderstorm, with blinding 
lightning flashes and the noise of falling 
rain. In fine, “‘ The Light of Other Days” 
is a real melodrama, 

In the prologue Desmond and Helene de 
la Croix (Marie Booth Russell) while plan- 
ning the further defense of the Ch&teau de 
la Croix, are surprised and captured by a 
detachment of the grimy-uniformed army 
of the new republic. The Countess pre- 
viously had refused to buy her freedom by 
marrying Jean Marais, (Walter Craven,) a 
boisterous and surly Captain. This refusal 
has precipitated the attack. 

Desmond and the Countess, bound to- 
gether, are thrown into the sea by the men 
of the detachment and the hags who ac- 
company them. A faithful servant at the 
chateau pulls out the bodies and revives 
Desmond, but the Countess is dead. Des- 
mond returns to Ireland, where the Count- 
ess's little daughter has been left, and be- 
comes her guardian. 

The quiet lire which this daughter, Cerise, 
(also played by Miss Russell,) is living at 
the awk ea Desmond's country seat, is 
interrupted by Lady Geraldine Darrel, a 
cousin of Desmond, who takes the girl to 
Desmond Hall, near Dublin, and introduces 
her to all the gE ema and real 
evils of high society. here two French- 
men meet the girl and, with the aid of 
Lady Geraldine, abduct her and take her 
back to the chateau. 

These two Frenchmen prove to be Jean 
Marais and a designing relative of the girl. 
Desmond follows Cerise and effects a res- 
cue and wins her love amid the noise of 
battle outside the chateau and the excite- 
ment of a duel with the French Captain 
within. Miss Charlotte Lambert plays well 
the part of Lady Darrel. 

Although the play is interesting and seri- 
eus, not to say thrilling, there was occa- 
sional laughter at the most critical situa- 
tiong. Some of them did not follow the 
story in sequence, and had the appearance 
of being extraneous, and although Miss 
Russell played with earnestness, she could 
not rid herself of an unfortunately per- 
sistent smile which detracted from ‘the full 
value of good work in the serious passages, 
The setting were pleasing.

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MARIE TEMPEST RETURNS 


“The Marriage of Kitty” Wel- 
comed at the Hudson. 


A. High Farce from the French Brings 
Polite Convulsions of Laughter—A 
Triumph for Miss Tempest and 
Mr. Leonard Boyne. 


After an absence that no doubt seems 
much longer than it is, Marie Tempest, the 
humorous singer of yore in comic opera, 
has come back to us from London a 
spirited, emphatic, and irresistibly amusing 
comedian, ‘ The Marriage of Kitty,” which 
is the English rendering of ‘La Pas- 
serelle,’ was disclosed last night to an au- 
dience that, however it may have been dis- 
quieted at times by gamy reminiscences of 
Parisian naughtiness, was tickled half to 
death by gamesome Parisian farce comedy. 
The year’s run in London may not be dupli- 
cated here, but an emphatic success is 
certain. 

In its original form the play of Gresac 
and de Croisset was of course impossible. 
“La Passerelle,’’ being interpreted, is a 
foot bridge. According to one of the 
phases of French nie law, a divorced 
man can marry the cofrespondent only in 
case a secongawedding intervene. The par- 
ticular divor@@d man of the piece makes @ 
foot bridge of a. young woman beset by 
poverty, who consents for a consideration 
to contract legal marriage,, thus making 
of herself the path to the longed-for. match 
with a lady who is a fortune-hunter and 
etherwise no better. than she should be. 
What .goes on thereafter between the 
enamored but not married couple might 
give one a fit to’ print. In the English 
version, made by Miss Tempest’s husband, 
Mr. Cosmo Gordon-Lennox, the situation 
is made to arise from a stage will. Kitty, 
an impoverished maiden from the country, 
becomes a party to a marriage of form 
so that the bachelor (not a married 
man) may have his Peruvian widow and 
at the same time come into his vast in- 
heritance. The Peruvian widow meantime, 
in a relationship which is decorously not 
defined, makes the young man’s life miser- 
able; and, meeting his legal wife by 
chance, he makes love to her in a series» 
of delicious farce scenes, and finally 
elopes with her, leaving the fortune-hunt- 
ing widow to a’ man she really loves. 

An Anglo-Saxon audience, accustomed to 
contemplate fonly its noblest aspirations 
on the stage, and in fact to have those 
aspirations still further elevated; will mot 
always approve of the conduct even of 
the ‘“‘adapted’”’ persons of the play. One 
has to be reconciled to a lover whose fickle- 
ness is equaled only by his vanity, to a 
woman who goes through a marriage cere- 
mony for a price, and afterward frankly 
woos her boughten husband in open compe- 
tition with the lady of his former choice. 
But the play affords ample compensations 
for the few qualms it brings. It has ali the 
Parisian freshness of situation, all the real- 
ity of character which the French can 
throw into the wildest farce. And if the 
vein that underlies it all is sordid, why, life 
is sometimes just that. And when the sor- 
~didness leads to clever entanglements and 
delicious revelations of character, why not 
laugh at it gate simply and intelligently 
like the sophisticated children we all are? 
Those who refuse lose an awful lot of 
amusement. 

Miss Tempest is in her own person a host 
of whoiesome-seeming fun. er nose is as 
tiptilted ag ever, and she makes an even 
greater variety of gauchely et | 
moucs. Her eyes wreathe in smiles, an 
her whoie irregular countenance irradiates 
the compulsion to laughter. Her voice 
humorously booms and roars in the bass, 
toots Golioeteely in the middie register, and 
pipes and squeaks with elfin gayety in the 
treble. She plays the piano wth spirit and 
sings a café chantant song with a charm 
as fresh and irresistible as herself. In her 
wooing of the fickle, vain husband she man- 
~ 4 positively to diffuse an atmosphere 
of homely womarily solicitude and longin 
to be loved. For her sake alone one woul 
welcome all there is in the play, and more. 

In the scene in which she prepares to 
meet her intended husband in form (Leon- 
ard Boyne) and his jealous Peruvian widow, 
(Ada Ferrar,) she makes up—or down—on 
the stage from a fresh and winning coun- 
try girl into a provincial fright, with gar-. 
ments all awry, her solicitor godfather 
(Gilbert Hare) tightly plaiting her back 
hair till it stands forth like the rattail of a 
weorgien wig. It is a bit of comic business 
which only a Frenchman could have in- 
vented, and which no human being could 
fail to laugh at. 

The scene in the second act in which, in 
order to save appearances before the ser- 
vants, she has to act > endearing wife 
of the man she has seer but twice, gives 
sco to an infinite variety of grotesque 
and farcical effects. The love-making of 
the third act has a variety and intensity 
of mood, comic and emotional, that defies 
description. Miss Tempest’s art is at times 
pronounced to the point of handing out her 
effects over the footlights; but everywhere 
she is the master comedian. 

Almost equally captivating is the silly-ass 
lover of Leonard Boyne. he ignobility of 
the part ill] suits a man of Anglo-Saxon 
mold, depending as it must for sympa- 
thetic appeal on the element of airy and 
unmcral charm. But Mr. Boyne has ap- 
parently profited by the long run in Lon- 
don to infusme into it an endless variety of 
effective small detail, which he magically 
biends into a character of genuine and in- 
consequent delight. The ass, grandly un- 
censcious of his vanity; the basely vacil- 
lating gallant—a cad, ‘who naively prides 
himself on the briefest moment of remorse; 
the hen-pecked pseudo husband, largely 
glorious when his Peruvian is behind a 
closed door; the lover, impetuous in elop- 
ing with his own wife from the pursuit of 
his mistress—all this Mr. Boyne made as 
natural as it was funny. Those who have 
seen him in his small parts here and evén 
in his later and more important work in 
London will find his present performance 
a revelation. 

Mr. Gilbert Hare is sound and effective as 
the solicitor who plans the law-evading 
ruse, and lends legal advice in the subse- 
quent complications, even while he resents 
the implication that gentry of his profession 
find their chief utility in evading the stat- 
utes. The part gives him no great scope, 

but he extracts all the fun and character 
there is in it. Miss Ada Ferrar as the 
Peruvian is the only change from the orig- 
inal London cast. If she seems scarcely to 
bear out the asinine lover's ecstatic account 
of her charms, why, is he not asinine and 
ecstatic? Her tantrums are executed with 
real comic force, the fit of. hysterics in the 
last act being the roaringest moment of the 
evening. So come down, everybody, from 
the elevate station of your Ideals, and 
leave your Moral standards’ in esthetics 
in the vestibule, for here is a polite and 
gentle farce which it will do your circula- 
tion good to laugh at.

In Suit Against David Belasco, Counsel 


Places Revenue of Piay at $200,- 


000 for One Year. 


During the argument of counsel for and 
against an injunction asked for by Henry 
Gressitt to restrain David Belasco and Mrs. 
Lesiie Carter from presenting the play 
‘*Zaza,"’ yesterday before Justice Scott 
in the Supreme Court, it was brought out 
that the play made a profit of $200,000 the 
first year and that in view of her success 
in the title réle Mrs, Carter’s salary, which 
was $350 when she first appeared, was 
increased by stages to $500, $650, and then 
$1,000 a week. 

Ex-Judge Dittenhoefer, counsel for Mr. 
Belasco, said that while Charles Frohman 
had done nothing but secure the right to 
use the play from the French authors, he 
had obtained $100,000 of the $200,000 profit. 
The play, he said, would not have been the 
success it was had it not been for the 
‘‘ genius of Mr. Belasco and the art of Mrs. 
Carter."" Mr. Belasco, he said, had used 
only the name and the salient features of 
the life of the French actress, as in the 
original, the dialogue being his own. 

Mr. Dittennoefer said that Mr. Gressitt, 
who claims the right to produce the play 
éast of Omaha and Kansas City, was @ 
mere nominal plaintiff, and that Charles 
Frohman was the real plaintiff in interest.

BLANCHE WALSH JUST ESCAPED. 


Fire on Private Car Discovered Barely 
in Time by Train Hand.

APPLETON, Wis., Nov. 30.—Blanche

Myron TT. Herrick, Governor-elect of 
Ohio, who was the guest of honor at the 
annual dinner of the Ohio Society of New 
York, which “was held last night at the 
Manhattan Hotel, was asked during the 
evening if Senator Hanna would be a can- 
didate for the Presidency. In repty he said: 

“President Roosevelt will-be the Repub- 
liean candidate for the Presidency in my 
opinion. As to Senator Hanna, he has 
Stated that he would not be @ candidate, 
and he has expressed his views on the sub- 
ject so clearly that I do not’ feel that I 
can say anything that will improve on the 
Senator’s own denial of the story. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is the logical candidate, and 
so far as can be seen at the present time, 
there will be to opposition to his candi- 
dacy for re-election.”’ 

“Will Ohio spring any other candidates 
on the convention, in ‘your opinion?’’ he 
was asked.

KILLED ON ELEVATED TRACK. 


Passengers at Station See Electric Car 
Started Before Electrician Had 
Crawled from Underneath. 


Harry McGinn, twenty-five years old, an 
electrician, of 327 East One Hundred and 
Fourteenth Street, while replacing a burned- 
out fuse on a motor car of an elevated 
train at One Hundred and Twenty-sixth 
Street aud Second Avenue at 5 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon, was fatally injured by 
the sudden starting of the car, and died 
soon after being taken from under the 
wheels. William C, Bergen, the motorman, 
of 148 East One Hundred and Twenty- 
seventh Street, was arrested by Officer 
Nilan and locked up in the East One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-sixth Street Station, 

According to the employes around the 
station, a fuse had blown out of motor car 
No, 3,106, and McGinn, with a wrench in 
his hand, went underneath the car to put 
in a new one. Then Bergen started the 
train, and did not realize, according to his 
story later, that McGinn was under the car 
tili he heard his yell of pain. The train 
could not be stopped till it had gone half a 
block. . McGinn was found caught in the 
stee! drip pan under the car, with his head 
crushed and his clothes torn to shreds 
Officer Nilan sent in a hurry call to the 
Harlem Hospital, and Dr. Krauskopf fre- 
spondec, but the injured man died, in spite 
of his eftorts. There was a good dea] of 
excitement over the accident, as a big 
crowd was on the station when it occurred. 


TRIAL OF McCARTHY. 


Testimony as to Charges Against House- 
smiths’ Walking Delegate. 

The trial of Timothy McCarthy, the 
walking delegate of the Housesmiths and 
Bridgemen’s Union, Local No. 2, who is 
charged with extortion, was resumed he- 
fore Recorder Goff in Part III. of the 
Court of General Sessions yesterday. 

The specific charge against McCarthy is 
that he extorted $300 from the Loebel-An- 
drews Company in order to settle a strike 
on the Martha Washington Hotel, on East 
Twenty-ninth Street. 

At the opening of court the Recorder 
temporarily refused the motion to dismiss 


made by counsel for the accused at the 
session of the trial last Wednesday, and 
y J Bartley, general manager of the 
Loebel-Andrews Company was called to 
the witness stand. P. Bartley said that 
when the strike was declared he went to a 
meeting of- the union at Maennerchor Hall 
and saw the defendant. He pointed out 
that his firm was “regular,’’ in that it 
was puying union wages and not working 
the men beyond union hours. 

Witness was told, he said, that Mr. 
Loebel, the head of the company, would 
have to see ‘‘Sam” Parks at the latter’s 
house. Following an intimation that Mr. 
Loebel wouid do nothing of the kind, an- 
other strike occurred on the new buildin 
of the Republican Club, on West Fortiet 
Street, where the firm also had a contract. 

Herman Loébel, President of the com- 
pany, testified that he had called on Parks, 
who had demanded $500. A few days later 
he called at Parks’s house and paid to him 
800 in fifty-doMar bills, The strike on the 

otel was called off at once, but he was 
told that work could not be resumed at the 
Republican Club until the remaining $200 
was paid to McCarthy. 

He said that McCarthy called him on the 
telephone and asked him for this balance, 
and later he met Parks and McCarthy to- 
grtne and gave Parks another $200. He 
iad never paid the remaining $100. 

Counsel for the defense immediately 
moved that in view of this admission the 


evidence be stricken out and the indict- , 


ment against McCarthy dismissed. Re- 
corder Goff denied the motion. The cross- 
examination of Mr. Loebel was conducted 
with the purpose of enewing that his evi- 
dence given before Justice Mayer was dif- 
ferent fn many essentials to that which he 
had given before the Recorder.

National Ban 


Convention to Discuss It Will Meet in 
Chicago—Views of President of the 
Local Employers’ Organization. 


It was announced yesterday at the head- 


quarters of the Building Trades Employ- | 


ers’ Association, in the Townsend Building, 
that Benjamin J. Traitell and James K. 


Strong have been appointed by the associa- : 


tion as delegates to a convention. in Chi- 
cago, beginning Dec. 10, to form a Na- 
tional association of building contractors. 

The call for the convention came from 
Chicago, and delegates will be present from 
New York, San Francisco, Chicago, Pitts- 
burg, St. Louis, Minneapolis, Topeka, 
Cedar Rapids, Jackson, Mich.; Cincinnatt, 
Newark, N. J.; Reading, Penn.; East St. 
Louis, Louisville, and Erie, Penn. Of the 
New York delegates, Mr. Traitell belongs 
to the Tile Grate and Mantel Association 
and Mr. Strong to the Blectricdl Con- 
tractors’ Association. 

The New York delegates havé been In- 
structed to co-operate in the scheme only 
in’ so far as it conforms with the constitu- 
tion of the Building Trades Employers’ As- 
seciation, which has for its basis first the 
reccgnition of the unions. The call for the 
ecnvention in defining its objects does not 
say anything for or against recognition of 
the unions absolutely. 

It gives among the objects of the conven- 
tion the following: 


To advance and protect the interests of the 
contractors. To secure equitable treatment in 
their dealings with employes. To incourage 
organization and the formation of associations of 
contractors, The foreman to be the agent of the 
employer. All workmen are at liberty to work 
for whomsoever they see fit, All employers are 
at liberty to employ and discharge whomsoever 
they see fit, When conditions’:are proper and 
—eper associations exist, agreements to be 
made, 


Among the other objects are the doing 
away with the sympathetic strike and no 
restriction as to the use of machinery or 
tools or of the use of any manufactured 
material, unless it is prison made. 

Charles L. Eidlitz, President of. the Build- 
ing Trades Employers’. Association, said 
yesterday that he could not say how far 
the association could co-operate in the new 
movement until the convention was held. 
It would not countenance anything in the 
way of starting the “open shop” idea. 

“We began by recognition of the union,” 
he said, “‘and we have kept that idea in 
mind all through our fight for the arbitra- 
lion agreement. Much can be done in the 
matter of legislation. That is one lesson 
we have learned from the labor unions. 
They are constantly in this State intro- 
ducing Dills ostensibly for. the protection 
of life and limb, which when passed, and 
they often are passed, prove very burden- 
some to the trade.”

CHICAGO BOY BANDITS 


ARRAIGNED IN. COURT. 


Marx Alone Pleads Guilty and He Is 
Confronted with His Comrades. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 30.—The youthful self- 
confessed murderers and trafn fobbers, 
Peter Neidermeier, Harvey Van Dine, Gus- 
tav Marx, and Emil Roeski, were arraigned 
in court to-night. Marx pleaded guilty to 
all the charges against him, but the three 
others pleaded not guilty. 

Shortly before the prisoners were removed 
to the county jail Marx was confronted 
with his three accomplices. Marx's con- 
fession implicating Van- Dine, Neidermeier, 
and Roeski was read to the prisoners. 
The bandits arrested in Indiana refused to 
confirm or deny the contents of the mes- 
sage. They were then asked ‘to tell what- 
ever more they had to say concerning their 
career. 

“TI am willing to hang without the wink 
of an eye if I see Marx, the squéaler, hang 
first,” said Van Dine. 

‘The same here,”’ Neidermeier added. 

“You fellows got no more than you de- 
served,” said Marx. ; 

‘“‘Some time ago,’’ Marx said to the In- 
spector of Police, ‘“‘I met the bunch in 
Orleans Street, where we intended to rob 
the American Express wagon, and I for- 
got my large gun. This angered the boys, 
and they told me to leave them. I walked 


away, and when fifty feet away, @ bullet 
passed through the brim of my*‘hat. It 
was fired by one of these fellows. I got 
revenge.” 

Neidermeier admitted to the police that 
he and Van Dine had made an attempt 
to kill Marx. Roeski also said that he 
had narrowly escaped mufder at the 
hands of his accomplices. 


CHICAGO UNIVERSITY FEARS. 


Precautions Taken to Prevent Epidemic 
of Typhoid Fever. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 80.—President Harper of 
the University of Chicago has warned the 
students against a typhoid fever epidemic 
at the university. 

Several cases of fever have developed in 
the last few days and the atithorities, fear- 
ing an epidemic, have begun the «most 
rigid efforts to stamp out the disease be- 
fore it gets a firmer hold among the stu- 
dents. 

To-day, before a special meeting of all 
the students, Dr. Harper personally asked 
university men and women to do all in their 
power to help the authorities in their efforts 
to rid the university of the disease and pre- 


vent the classes having to be broken up 
and the students sent to their homes. 

The students were asked to leave board- 
ing places where the water was.not boiled 
and to take all other precautions. 

Dr. Charles P. Small, the university phy- 
sician, said: ‘‘ We do not anticipate such 
an epidemic as has broken out ‘in several 
Eastern colleges this Fall. Only_a few cases 
have been reported as yet, and I am sure 
that the fever can be controlled if we are 
helped by the precautions of the students.”’ 


TYPHOID EPIDEMIC AT BUTLER, 


Situation to be Investigated by State 
Board of Health. 


HARRISBURG, Penn., Nov. 30.—Gov. 
Pennypacker to-day instructed Dr. Benja- 
min Lee, Secretary of the State Board of 
Health, to make ‘an examination into the 
condition of the typhoid fever epidemic at 
Butler and report, with a view to pessible 
assistance by the State out of the fund of 
$50,000 created by the last Legislature for 
the suppression of epidemics. 


BUTLER, Penn., Nov. 30.—One death and 
a number of new cases of typhoid fever 
were reported to-day 

The work of relief for the fever sufferers 
has been thoroughly organized, and needy 
cases are being attended to as facilities 
permit. Seventeen nurses arrived from 
Pittsburg and Rochester to-day, and others 
are on their way from Oil City and other 
points. 

The number of cases needing relief exceed 
the supply of nurses and attendants 20 to 1, 
Four of the local physicians are sick, and 
the others say it is impossible to attend 
to all calls and that more doctors are 
needed immediately. 

Contributions of money are beginning to 
arrive, but much more is necessary to re- 
lieve the suffering. 


OHIO RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 


Federal Government Makes the First 
Step Toward Building a Dam 
Near Cincinnati. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CINCINNATI, Nov. 30.—The first official 
action by the Government toward erecting 
a dam at Culloms Ripple, nine miles below 
this city, was taken to-day, when proceed- 
ings in condemnation were instituted in the 
United States Court to secure the property 
necessary for the erection of the dam. 

The proceedings mean that the dam will 
be erected by the Government in further- 
ance of the project to insure a nine+foot 
low water channel from Pittsburg to Cairo, 
and that the work will be begun 4s soon as 
the legal formalities have been disposed of. 

The Ohio Valley Improvement Assocta- 
tion, composed of leading manufacturers 
and others of the Ohio Valley, has for sev- 
eral years been striving to have Congress 
appropriate sufficient sums to bring about, 
through a system of dams, a permanent 
low-water stage in the Ohio River of not 
below nine feet, and this is the first move 
by the Government in that direction. 

Such a permanent channel would of 
course be of incalculable benefit to Cincin- 
nati and all Ohio River cities and towns.

Custody of $140,000 Caused Him to As 
sault Supposed Boy Highwayman.

Emanuel H. Kern, a messenger for the 
Union Exchange State Bank, Twentieth 
Street and Fifth Avenue, who is sixty-five 
years cld, displayed unnecessary zeal yes- 
terday in, as he supposed, defending the 
snug sum of $140,000, which was in his 
care. He treated two boys as noonday 
highwaymen and came within an ace of 
getting into serious trouble, as he drew a 
revolver on them after assaulting them. 

Kern's duties yesterday included a visit 
to the National Bank of Commerce, where 
he received the $140,000 which he was to 
take to the National Park Bank. The 
money was placed in a satchel and Kern 
started for the Park Bank with another 
messenger as body guard. Each held a 
handle of the satchel. They went to Broad- 
way by Nassau and Liberty Streets, and at 
198 Broadway had to pass under a .scaf- 
folding the supports of which narrow the 
sidewalk. Also going north were two 
boys each sixteen years old—Joseph Bar- 
ron of 108 Eighth Avenue and Frederick 
Mann of 335 West Twenty-first Street. 

In the jostle in the constricted passage- 
way the bank messengers made a flying 
wedge that separated the lads, and Barron, 
intent on joining Mann, darted ahead and, 
crussing in front of Kern and his partner, 


not only blocked them, but brushed against 
Kern. 

The sexagenarian messenger struck Bar- 
ron in the face with such violence as to 
fell him and damage his hat. The boy, as 
soon es he was on his feet, retaliated with 
his fists and Kern’s hat was knocked off. 
Kern put his hand to his hip. and in a mo- 
ment Barron was looking into the barrel 
of a revolver. 

Polieemen Roberts and Thompson dis- 
armed Kern and arrested Barron. Kern 
told of his mission to the Park Bank, and 
was allowed to go there and deliver the 
money. The ‘“‘case’’ was adjudicated at 
the First, Precinct Station House by Capt. 
John N. Farrell. 

Barron finally decided that he did not 
care to press a charge of assault against 
Kern, who was allowed to go.

_this purpose, to be expended under the dl- 
rection of the Secretary of Agriculture, in 
Such manner as will give the most imme- 
diate practical results, 

# While the boll weevil is mainly in the 
public*eye at present, the fact remains that 
other serious pests of cotton cause great 
losses annually. It is natural to attribute 
all losses at the present time to the insect 
in question, whéther these losses be from 
other insects, diseases, floods, droughis,. or 
whatever source. oe 

“ Reliable studies indicate that the loss in 
Texas alone from the so-called root-rot 
disease will in all probability aggregate 
several millions of dollars annually.

Move to Supplant Chairman of Naval 
Affairs and Mr. Mudd.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—Some new facts 
have come out to-day with regard to the 
House Committee, on Naval Affairs, the 
Scandals attaching to which department 
Make a reform in the personnel possible. 

It is said that the President has suggested 
to Speaker Cannon the appointment of Als- 
ton G. Dayton of West Virginia as Chalir- 
man of the Naval Affairs Committee, in 
Place of Mr. Foss of Illinois, the present 
Chairman. Though it is well known that 
the Speaker does not think very highly of 
Foss, he did not adopt the President's sug- 
gestion. The pressure in behalf of Foss, 
it is understood, has been too strong. 

When naval matters are under discus- 
sion the President has been in the habit of 
sending for Dayton and consulting him 
about them instead of sending for Foss. 
Dayton is second in rank on the committee, 

A fact which has caused considerable 
worriment to the friends of Representative 
Mudd of Maryland is that Mr. Williams, 
the Democratic leader, has presented to the 
Speaker the name of J. F. C, Talbott of 
the same State for a place on the Naval 
Committee. 

Talbott is a Democrat. Mudd is a Re- 
publican and has been active on the com- 
mittee, where he now ranks sixth. It is 
out of the question for Maryland to have 
two men on the committee. Mr. Williams’s 
action, therefore, is.interpreted by some of 
Mudd's friends as indicating that he thinks 
the Speaker is going to drop that gentle- 
man, despite Mudd’s great prominence in 
the Republican Party of Maryland. 

Mudd’s friends have rallied to his rescue 


and are pointing out to the Speaker that 
Mudd must stay on the committee because 
his district includes Annapolis and the Na- 
val Academy. . 

James E. Watson of Indiana_has been 
placed on the Ways and Means Committee, 
and it is considered unlikely that _ the 
Speaker will let him also stay on the Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs. There is a strong 
impression, however, that any real reform 
of the committee will. have to include the 
removal of a large number of Democratic 
members. 


HOUSE COMMITTEES NOT READY 


Speaker Cannon to Announce the Mem- 
bership on Friday.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The House will 
convene to-morrow, but the standing com- 
mittees will not be announced. 

Speaker Cannon has been directing his 
efforts to have the list ready for promulga- 
tion at the earliest possible day, and was 
hopeful of being able to make it public to- 
morrow. He will not be able to do this, 
but is confident that he will have the work 
cempleted so that the announcement may 
be made on Friday, to which day it is ex- 
pectec the House will adjourn. 

There is expectation that a number of 
changes will be made on the more impor- 
tant committees, and the older members, 
who are anxious to continue service on 
committees with whose work they have 
become familiar, are industriously laboring 
to hold on to their former places. 

Several of these gentlemen have called on 
the President and solicited him to commend 
their merits to Speaker Cannon, but the 
President has declined to interfere in any 


manner with the organization of the House 
and the selection of the standing commit- 
tees. 

Not being prepared to announce the com- 
mittees, it is the desire of the Speaker that 
the House shall adjourn until Friday, but 
it is.and@erstood-to be the purpose of Mr.

COPPER FIGHT AT CAPITAL. 


Litigation Over Montana Properties 
Reaches the Supreme Court.

WASHINGTON, Nov, 30.—Wayne Mac- 
Veagh to-day. moved in the Supreme Court 
for leave to file the petition of the Johns- 
town Mining Company for a writ of certi- 
orari against the Circuit Court of the 
United States for the district of Montana. 

James M. Beck, late Assistant Attorney 
General, will oppose the petition on behalf 
of the Butte and Boston Consolidated Min- 
ing Company. 

The Johnstown company is a part of the 
Heinze interests, and the contest is a part 
of the great copper fight in Montana. 

The Circuit Court of Montana granted an 
order in the suit of the Butte and Boston 
against the Montana Ore Purchasing Com- 
pany et al., giving the Butte and Boston 
Company twenty-one days in which to sur- 
vey the underground workings of the 
Rarus, Johnstown, Pennsylvania, and Mi- 
chael Davitt lode claims, in Silver Bow 
County 

The Johnstown company sets forth that 
it owns some of the claim, and that the 
execution of the order will stop its mining 
operations. It also denies the jurisdiction 
of the court on the ground that the com- 
pany is a resident and citizen of the State 
of New York, and that it was not a party 
to the original action. 


Supreme Court Sustains the Decision of 
State Tribunal. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—In the Supreme 
Court of the United States to-day an opin- 
jon was delivered by Justice Holmes in the 
case of the Wisconsin and Michigan Rail- 
road Company vs. Auditor General Powers 
of the State of Michigan. 

The case involved the laws of Michigan 
relative to the right of that State to tax 
railroads lying north of the 44th degree of 
north latitude. These roads were exempt 

rior to 1897, when the State passed a 
aw repealing the statute of exemption. 

The railroad company contended that the 
passage of this act was a breach of con- 
tract, but the court held that such was 


not the case, and affirmed the opinion of 
the court below. . 


DECIDES AGAINST ‘HOMESTEADER’ 


Supreme Court Ends Contention Over 
Minnesota Land Title. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The Supreme 
Court of the United States, in an opinion 
by Justice Brewer to-day, decided the case 
of Jacob Gertgens vs. John P. O'Connor in 
o’Connor's favor. 

The case arose over the contention of 
ownership of a quarter section of land in 
Traverse County, Minn. The land was 
within the indemnity land grant made by 
the Government to the St. Paul, Minneapod- 
lis and Manitoba Railway Company, and 


was included in a tract in which the rail- 
way company granted Archbishop Ireland 


the right to make sales. 

O’Connor claimed title through Arch- 
bishop Ireland, while Gertgens claimed it 
under a settlement made by himself under 


the homestead law. 


THE MISSOURI IN COMMISSION. 


New Battleship Will Ga South to Join 
the Battleship Squadron. 


NEWPORT NEWS, Nov. 30.—The new 
battleship Missouri will go into commission 
‘at the shipyard to-morrow. 

Capt. Cowles, brother-in-law of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, will command, the ship. 
To-morrow 250 men will be sent to the 


Missouri from the Franklin at Norfolk 
Navy Yard. Sixty petty officers have ar- 
rived, and are now on the ship. 

The Missouri, after her officers’ quarters 
are_fitted up, will go south to join the 
leship squadron. 
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EIGHT-HOUR-LAW 1S‘YAL™ 


Constitutionality of Kansas Act 
Upheld by Supreme Court. 


Validity of Similar Statute Applying to 
Private Work Not Considered 
in Decision. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The United 
States Supreme Court to-day affirméd the 
constitutionality of the eight-hour law of 
the State of Kansas, regulating labor on 
public works. 

Justice Harlan said, in handing down the 
opinion of the court, that if the statute is 
mischievous the responsibility rests with 
the legislators and not the courts. 

Chief Justice Fuller and Justices Brewer 
and Peckham dissented. 

The Kansas law, whose validity was 
called into question in the suit, was enacted 
in 1891, and provided that eight hours 
should constitute a day’s work for workmen 
employed by or on behalf of the State, or 
by any county or city or other municipality 
in the State. It also prohibits contractors 
from requiring laborers engaged on work 
for the State to perform more than eight 
hours’ labor in a day. Both fine and im- 
prisonment are provided for violation of 
the law. 

The case decided to-day was that of W. 
W. Atkins vs. the State of Kansas. 

Atkins had a contract with the corpora- 
tion of Kansas City, Kan., for paving a 
street, and he was charged with requiring 
a workman named Reese to labor ten hours 
a day. He was prosecuted in the State 
courts, where the decisions were uniformly 
against him. Atkins appealed from the de- 
cision of the State Supreme Court to the 
Federal Supreme Court, alleging that the 
statute is in violation of the first section 
of the Fourteenth Amendment to the Con- 
stitution, in that it denied him due_pro- 
tection of the law and deprived him of his 
property without due process. 

Referring to the only other decision of 
the court on the eight-hour question, that 
of Holden vs. Hardy, in which the court 
sustained the law of Utah fixing an eight- 
hour day for miners employed under ground, 
Justice Harlan called attention to the fact 
that while in the Utah case private in- 
terests were involved, the present case in- 
volves employment on public works only, 

The opinion was based on the theory that 
ail the municipalities of a State are the 
creatures of the State; that work for them 
is of a public character, and does not in- 
fringe on the personal liberty of any one, 
He then added: 

“Whatever may have been the motives 
that controlled the enactment of the stat- 
ute in question, we can imagine no possible 
ground to dispute the power of the State 
to declare that no one undertaking work 
for it, or for one of its municipal agencies, 
shall permit or require an employe on such 
werk to labor in excess of eight hours each 
day, and to inflict punishment upon con- 
tractors who disregard such a regulation. 

“It cannot be deemed a part of the lib- 
erty of any contractor that he be allowed 


to do public work in any mode he may 
choose to adopt without regard to the 
wishes of the State. On the contrary, it be- 
longs to the State, as the guardian and 
trustee for its people, to prescribe the con- 
ditions upon which it will permit public 
work to be done. No court has authority 
to review such action in that respect. Reg- 
ulations on this subject suggest only con- 
siderations of public policy. And with such 
considerations the courts have no con- 
cern " 

Taking _up the question of public policy, 
Justice Harlan sald: 

“If it be contended to be the right of 
every one to dispose of his labor upon such 
terms as he deems best—as undoubtedly it 
is—and that to make it a criminal offense 
for a contractor for public work to permit, 
or require, his employe to perform labor 
upon that work in excess of eight hours 
each day, is in derogation of the liberty of 
employe and employer, it is sufficient an- 
swer .that no-one is entitied of absolute 


right and as a part of his liberty to per- 


,form labor for the State, and no contractor 


for public work can excuse a violation of 
his lawful agreement with the State by do- 
ing that which the statute of the State, un- 
der which he proceeds, distinctly forbids 


hira to do. 

“So, also, if it be said that a statute 
like the one before us is mischievous in its 
tendencies, the answer is that the responsi- 
bility therefor rests upon legislators, not 
upon the courts. No evils arising from 
such legislation could be more far-reach- 
ing than those that might come to our sys- 
tem of government if the judiciary, aban- 
doning the sphere assigned to it by the 
fundamental iaw, should enter the domain 
of legislation, and upon grounds merely 
of justice, or reason, or wisdom, annul 
statutes that had received the sanction of 
ihe gene representatives. 

‘*We are reminded by counsel that it is 
the solemn duty of the courts in cases be- 
fore them to guard the constitutional 
rights of the citizens against merely arbi- 
trary power. That is unquestionably true, 
But it is equally true—indeed, the, public 
interests imperatively demand—that legis- 
lative enactments be recognized and en- 
forced by the courts as embodyin the 
will of the people unless they are plainly 
and palpably, beyond all question, in vio- 
lation of the fundamental law of the Con- 
stitution. 

“It cannot be affirmed of the statute of 
Kansas that it is plainly inconsistent with 
that instrument; indeed, its constitution- 
ality is beyond all question.” 

On the point of the validity of a similar 
statute affecting private employment, Jus- 
tice Harlan said: 

‘Whether a similar statute, applied to 
laborers or employes in purely private 
work, would be constitutional, is a ques- 
tion of very large import, which we have 
no occasion now to determine or even to 
consider.”’ 


ALLEGED CANDY TRUST HIT. 


Thirteen Dealers Held for Trial 
Charge of Criminal Conspiracy. 


Justice William Wyatt, sitting as a Mag- 
istrate in chambers of the Court of Special 
Sessions, yesterday afternoon handed down 
a decision in the case of the alleged Candy 
Trust, by which thirteen members of the 
Candy Manufacturers’ Association of New 
York City are held to await trial in the 
Court of Special Sessions, on a charge of 
criminal conspiracy. Bail in each case 
was fixed at $100, and the defendants were 
paroled to give the bail on Friday morn- 
ing next at 9:30 o'clock. 

The charge against the members of the 
alleged Candy Trust is that they conspired 
to monopolize and control the candy busi- 
ness in the greater city; to maintain a 
standard price, and to prevent free com- 
petition. The complainant is Moses Gold- 
berg, a former candy dealer, who lives at 
198 East Broadway. He stated that he had 
been driven out of business because he 
could not obtain goods from the alleged 
Candy Trust because he had sold candy to 
another dealer who was not a member of 
the association.

TO TURN STATE’S EVIDENCE. 


Waltz Says Two Fellow-Prisoners 
Planned the $20,000 Robbery at Will- 
iam Welsh Harrison’s Residence. 


Alfred Waltz, who was arrested at 1,371 
First Avenue on Sunday night, charged 
with having robbed William Welsh Harri- 
son at his country seat, Grey Towers, Glen- 
side, Penn., on Thanksgiving Day after- 
noon of $20,000 worth of jewelry, pleaded 
guilty in the Tombs Court yesterday, al- 
though’ not officially, and said that he 
would turn State’s evidence, when taken to 
Philadelphia. Mr. Harrison and his wife 
were in court. 

Along with Waltz were arraigned Paul 
Hoffman, a machinist, of 93 First Avenue 
and Charles Borman, living on Fifteenth 
Street, between First and Second Avenues. 

The principal evidence was given by De- 
tective Sergeants Fogarty, Munday, and 
Brennan, who arrested Hoffman and Bor- 
man on statements made to them by Waltz, 
According to Waltz the two men were the 
principals in the robbery, having conceived 
the plan to rob Mr. Harrison. He declares 
they forged letters of recommendation, and 
also supplied him with a dress suit case 
which contained a revolver, chisel, and 
blackjack. The letter on which Waltz se- 
cured his position as handy man at Grey 
Towers was signed with the name of Jacob 
Ruppert, This name, it is alleged, was a 
forgery. 

Waltz said the theft took place last 
Thursday afternoon. He then took a train

Mr. CHARLES F, Mvurpuy’s frank an- 
nouncement that in appointments to the 
chief offices of the City Government the 
administration of Mayor McCLELLaN will 
give preference to Tammany district 
leaders may be read with surprise and 
disappointment in some quarters and 
among certain classes of citizens, but the 
voters who supported Mayor Low and 
labored to elect him will not share these 
emotions. They clearly foresaw and 
plainly foretold what it is now declared 
will shortly come to pass. They, at least, 
cherished no illusions. Whatever illu- 
sions may have been anywhere cherished 
must be now completely dispelled by the 
statement of the chief of Tammany Hall, 
here subjoined: 


> 


It is all nonsense to talk about keeping 
the district leaders in the background. 
When it comes to appointments, they 
should be preferred. Why should they be 
turned down? ‘They are the choice of the 
people of their districts, as they showed at 
the primarics, and they should be recog- 
niged as such. They must be strong, re- 
spectahle men, or they could not have been 
elected leaders. They worked hard, too, to 
carry their districts on election day, and 
there is no reason that I know why they 
should be put in the background when the 
new administration comes in. 

It is not a political policy, it is not even 
2 public policy, which Mr. Murpuy here 
foreshadows. It is the private business 
policy of the Tammany organization. 
The triumph of Tammany Mr. MuRP#Y 
considers is due to the labors of the dis- 
trict leaders. The reward of their labor 
is mow to be equitably apportioned 
among them. Whether they are fit or un- 
fit for the offices to which they will be 
named is a secondary consideration. The 
controlling principle is that these men 
have earned recognition and reward. To 
treat the power, the dignities, and the 
emoluments of public office as the re- 
ward of party service is the established 
Tammany practice. Mr. MURPHY states 
nothing new, nothing that need surprise 
any one who reads his announcement, 
when he says that that practice will be 
continued by the new administration. 
Any voter who cast his ballot for Mr. 
McCLEeLtiaAn in the belief that Tammany 
would adopt a new principle, that it 
would henceforth treat public office as a 
public trust, must now feel that he ex- 
hibited a childlike innocence and credu- 
lity. There was all-sufficient warning. 
it was disregarded by the voters. They 
must now make the best of it. 

What the “ best” of it will be we know 
very well from grievous experience. Put 
the names of the Tammany district lead- 
ers in one hat, the titles of the important 
offices to be filled in another, and draw 
them out in pairs one from each hat. 
‘That device will answer as well as any 
less fortuitous method of guesswork for 
determining how the new administration 
will be made up. Anybody can see that 
the city is to be put back at once into the 
conditions obtaining under the Van 
Wyck administration. But the voters 
were told a thousand times during the 
campaign that precisely these things 
would result from the election of the 
Tammany candidate, Hither they did not 
believe it or they ‘gid not care. They 
elected the Tammany candidate by a 
very emphatic majority. Tammany is 
about to come into its own. Mr. Mur- 
PHY’s anouncement shews what every- 
body ought to have known, that it looks 
upon the city as an estate which it is to 
administer for its own benefit. Tam- 
many will grow fat, its leaders will be in 
clover. The half-dozen powerful men 
who keeping more or less in the back- 
ground control Tammany will add to 
their fortunes. We may have a very bad 
City Government, there may be scandals 
and corruptions, infamies even, of which 
we shai] all be deeply ashamed. The 
seandals, the corruptions, the infamies, 
however, will in no wise diminish the 
zeal or the opportunities of Tammany in 
the prosecution of its business policy. It 
will thrive on them, in fact. 

Immediately after the election THE 
Times was chided for taking much too 
gloomy a view of the municipal future, 
We do not see how a fuller justification 
of ite views ang its utterances could be 
iad than is supplied by Mr. Murpuy's 
announcement of the business policy of 
his organization.

wus only forty-three years of age,

deep a sense of communal privation. 
For, ever since its erection, the Brooklyn 
Academy has been the centre of the com, 
munal life of Brooklyn. When the build- 
ing was a good deal younger than it sur- 
vived to be, a satirist, both of its archi- 
tecture and of the “‘City of Homes and 
Churches " observed that it was just the 
place for Brooklyn, being as near a 
church as it could be without being a’ 
church, “where they could hold a reli- 
gious revival if they wanted to and a 
Shakespearean revival if they had to.” 

Architecturally, in fact, the building 
was one of the most noteworthy monu- 
ments of the Gothic revival, which was 
in full force and effect at the time of its 
erection, With the Art Building which 
came to adjoin it after many years, and 
with the building of the Mercantile Li- 
brary, which came still later to con- 
front it, it made up perhaps the most 
picturesque and striking group of secular 
Gothic architecture to be seen in either 
borough, or in fact in any American city. 
One of the chief ornaments of Brooklyn 
the Academy remained so long as it re- 
mained at all. One might almost wish 
that its exterior might be exactly repro- 
duced for its successor with such changes 
in the interior from a combustible con- 
struction of timber to a fire-proof con- 
struction of metal and clay as the inter- 
val since its original erection has made 
possible. 

This may be out of the question in view 
of the great area of the building and the 
great increase in the value of the land on 
which it stood. And yet Brooklyn can- 
not do without a successor to it. For the 
primary purpose, which its name denoted, 
of a concert hall it was most admirably 
adapted. Its acoustics were perfect. Un- 
til the erection of Carnegie Hall there 
was no place in Manhattan anything like 
so well adapted for the giving and hear- 
ing of symphonic music. And it was 
equally adapted for the public meetings 
to which it was almost equally devoted. 
There was no “movement” which en- 
listed the thought or feeling of the bor- 
ough which did not find its theatre in 
that ample hall. To write the history of 
the Academy would in fact be to write 
much of the artistic and the civic history 
of Brooklyn for these forty-three years. 
On this side of the East River we recog- 
nize the amphitheatre of Madison Square 
Garden as an indispensable place of pub- 
lic assemblage. We wonder both what 
we should do without it and how we ever 
managed to do without it. But the Brook- 
lyn Academy was even more indispensa- 
ble to the life of Brooklyn than the Gar- 
den to that of Manhattan, and for a 
much longer period. It is really, one may 
say, indispensable to Brooklyn that its 
successor shall be speedily supplied. It 
is to be hoped and expected, of course, 
that the successor may be made to pay 
its own way. But, just as it would have 
been a reproach to the public spirit of 
Manhattan if the Madison Square Garden 
had been allowed to be alienated or de- 
molished because it did not directly pay, 
so it will be a reproach to Brooklyn if 
the important functions which the Acad- 
emy has so long fulfilled should go un- 
performed for want of a suitable civic 
centre. 


THE GIFTS OF THE RICH. 


The ill-considered talk of the Rev. 
Tuomas R, Suicer, D. D., in his address 
at Cooper Institute on Sunday night will 
not tend to the upbuilding of that gentle- 
man’s reputation for sane thinking. For 
example,,.the following would appear to 
the average reader as rather reckless 
generalizing: 


Many of you labor under the delusion that 
the moneyed classes who, after acquiring 
fabulous wealth by means that are not 
honest, bequeath enormous sums to benevo- 
lent institutions, are doing good. It ts all 
very well to have hospitals, institutions of 
learning, and libraries, but when one con- 

i siders that the moneys expended for these 

purposes are the results of plunder, it is 
sufficient to make one shrink from the 
thought. 

The weak point of Dr. SLICER’s argu- 
ment is that before he can discriminate 
between wealth honestly acquired and 
that acquired dishonestly he must find 
some standard by which to judge it 
which is better and more acceptable to 
others than his own opinion. He not only 
does not know, but it is impossible for 
him to know, whether a million dollars 
}devoted to some purpose of public ben- 
efit by a man who has still other millions 
in reserve is honest or dishonest money. 
If the proceeds of a bank robbery or of a 
notorious public swindle, it might with 
propriety be refused by the Trustees of 
a college or hospital. But who is in a 
position to say that the profits of enter- 
prise and keen business intelligence, even 
when they attain large totals, are dis- 
honest gains, blighted with a curse and 
incapable of doing good when employed 
for g00d purposes? Dr. Suicer’s judg- 
ment is not so nearly inerrant in such 
rratters that his individual standards are 
likely to be accepted as final and conclu- 
| sive. 

Im every age and in every country 
there have been a few men of each gen- 
‘eration gifted with unusual powers of 
} acquisition. Probably they are no more 
dishonest than many others who are less 
successful in wealth. getting. But how- 
ever this may be, they get it, and it does 
/not appear that its employment for good 
and useful purposes should for any rea- 
json bé discouraged. It may be that, in 
‘the Divine economy, the wealth-acquir- 
‘ing faculty is given for the purpose of 
‘effecting aggregations of capital by 
| means of which foundations may be 
established and great enterprises for the 
| good of the human race carried out 
which would otherwise be impossible, hu- 
manly speaking.

At present 
very little attention.is paid by the Po- 
lice Magistrates to complaints of offi- 
cers against persons arrested for careless 
or reckless driving of carriages or wa- 
gons, unless somebody has been knocked 
down and run over. In the case of chauf- 
feurs who are shown to have driven a 
motor vehicle at dangerous speed, a fine 
may be imposed, but not enough, as the 
rule, to deter the person fined from re- 
peating the offense. The drivers of 
horses are dealt with very leniently un- 
less it is necessary to hold them to await 
the action of the Coroner. It should need 
no argument to show that the offense is 
in careless or reckless driving. What 
happens as the result of this is an acci- 
dent, usually unavoidable in the cir- 
cumstances. Police Magistrates should 
be made to appreciate their responsibili- 
ties in this matter, and should under- 
stand that public opinion demands a bet- 
ter enforcement of the ordinances rela- 
tive to street traffic than they have hith- 
erto permitted. It is of very little use 
to arrest persons who put the lives of 
others in peril if they are to be dis- 
charged when arraigned. They do these 
things better in Berlin.

POSTAL SERVICE SUGGESTION. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Of late there have been various scandal 
disclosures in our newspapers. But none 
has reflected upon our public officials and 
men prominent in public affairs more than 
those connected with the postal system. 
The “trafficking "’ In Post Office appoint- 
ments is justly condemned, and thé attempt 
of any Government official to “hush up” 
the proper investigation has been rightly 
frustrated and the particular official se- 
verely reprimanded. 

The investigation into the methods of in- 
creasing the receipts of various Post Offices 
has been exceedingly fruitful, and, at the 
same time, disheartening. It has been as- 
certained that the present method of re- 
muneration for the smaller offices is unsat- 
isfactory and disproportionate to the vol- 
ume of business transacted. Thus it has 
been possible for a small suburban office, 
by selling large quantities of stamps to its 
citizens who are in business in the near- 
by city, to increase its facilities, service, 
and salaries by a large amount of stamp 
cancellations, The latter has been effected, 
in many instances, by indirect solicitation 
and occasional hints. And quite natural, 
since by increasing the amount of his stamp 
cancellations the surburban Postmaster is 
entitled to a proportionate increase of 
salary. 

On the other hand, the average suburban- 
ite is easily ‘influenced into purchasing the 
stamps for his business at the office in 
his home town, since by so doing he con- 
tributes his share toward increasing the 
facilities and service of that office. The 
obvious effect is that the city office is 
obliged to handle a larger volume of mail 
than is proportionate to its stamp can- 
cellations, while the suburban office is not

PANAMA AND SECESSION. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Several correspondents have made at- 
tempts to make arguments for the South's 
right to secede out of the Panama affair. 
The object of this letter is to point out the 
weakness of such reasoning, which is based 
upon numerous fallacies arising often from 
lack of due sense of proportion. 

The right to secede dépends upon the 
right to rise against tyranny in any event. 
Such interdependent rights exist to-day, 
and have always existed in the case of a 
State of the Union, notwithstanding the 
civil war. Whoever rises against tyranny 
must not only prove its existence, but that 
it was sufficient to justify the means 
against it, and also to show that such 
means were the best and safest for all 
concerned. Jefferson did this handsomely 
for us in the Declaration of Independence, 
whose truths have been amply proved by 
history. Let history decide whether or not 
the South had any such case against the 
Union. 

The right of its secession depends wholly 
upon this. Argument basing it upon any 
real or alleged doctrine of State rights is 
one long tissue of fallacies and delusions. 
The State rights question belongs to con- 
stitutional law, with which this letter does 
not deal. Panama is under both legal and 
moral obligations of the strongest kind to 


thus justify herself, all of which are much 
enhanced by her peculiar situation. 

The right to suppress secession, for self- 

reservation, interest, justice, or what not, 

y the people seceded from, follows logi- 
cally from the above, but the people so 
acting are bound to remove all causes of it 
as far as justice permits. The seceders 
are bound to get the consent of those 
seceded frorn to make secession legal, even 
if such consent must be forced. he right 
to force it is a +. of the right of con- 
quest. We forced such consent from Eng- 
land, but the South failed to force it from 
us. To all talk of the rebellions of 1775 
and 1861 being equally right and of the 
same kind, the above facts are conclusive 
es but that is aside from our sub- 
ect. 

Colombia has a right to oupprens Panama. 
The burden of proof of a right or just cause 
to suppress this right rests heavily upon 
Mr. sevelt’s shoulders. He is bound 
legally and morally to argue his case to us; 
not only that, but also to convince us and 
the whole world. I believe that he has a 
very oe argument for what he has done 
in view of certain circumstances, but he 
is responsible and should himself give all 
this. By all means let us earnestly in- 
sist that he properly explain himself, but 
for justice’s sake, let no one mix up two 
cases which have nothing in common aside 
from the mere act of secession.

REMARKS ON COLD CARS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As a constant reader of THE Times, I 
would ask you to allow me a little space 
in your valuable paper to state the follow- 
ing: 

I am a passenger on the Second Avenue 
elevated railroad two or three times daily, 
and now, owing to the cold spell, I have to 
look for some other means of conveyance, 
because most of the cars are not heated, 
although all of them are provided with 
heaters. The cars on the Third and Sixth 
Avenue lines are heated. Nothing is more 
perplexing and more injurious to health 
than to ride in a cold car. While the upper 
part of the body is amply protected from 
cold the lower limbs have very little pro- 
tection; hence remaining in a cold car every 
day half an hour or more can produce a 
great many diseases. Especially is it in- 
jurious to children and elderly people. 

I do not think the Directors of the Man- 
hattan Elevated Railway would care to 
undergo such inconvenience as to ride in a 
cold car. They do not care so much for 
the Second Avenue elevated, because the 
majority of the passengers are poor work- | 
ingmen, and would not complain so readily. 
I would like to know whether there is a 


law compelling the company to heat the | 
cars. Why should a person spitting on the 
floor of a car be punished $5 or $10, while 
a corporation running cold cars and en- 
dangering the health of thousands of peo- 
ple escape punishment? 

It is a known fact that exposure to cold 
plays an important role in the etiology of 
many diseases. The only way to remedy 
it is for the Board of Aldermen to pass a 
law to fine the company $50 or more for 
every car that is not heated. Then the 
Directors might open their eyes and see 
that people want some comforts for their 
money.

BRIDGE TERMINAL FRIGIDITY. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Can you not use your influence to induce 
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company (or 
the city officials, if they are responsible) to 
inclose the westerly end of the bridge ter- 
minal on the upper platform, (elevated 
tracks)? Hundreds of women and children 
are obliged to stand nightly upon this west- 
erly platform, often many minutes, waiting 
for their respective trains, chilled through 
and through by the fierce northwesterly 
gales, which in extreme weather sweep 
through this passageway with icy fury. 

It would be no more than the Manhattan 
Company has already done at many of its 


stations, to the great comfort of its pa- 
trons, and would be a boon to Brooklyn- 
ites, who are now compelled to endure what 
is really a great exposure, even to strong 
men. 

The inclosure of this one end, of compara- 
tively small dimensions, would prevent 
those fierce sts from sweeping through 
either way, although in any case the east- 
erly winds are not comparable to those 
from the west.

CHURCH ATTENDANCE FIGURES. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Is not the article in THz New Yor«K 
Times, issue of Monday, touching the sta- 
tistics of church attendance in the Central 
Park region, somewhat misleading? On 
the face of the report it would seem to 
convey the impression that the figures em- 
brace the total attendance for the entire 
Sunday, 

We are told that the Church News Asso- 
clation made a count of attendance at all 
places of public Christian worship in the 
division indicated. We are not told that 
this ‘‘ count” includes the total attendance 
of all the services in all places of public 
worship on any one Sunday. The omission 
of explicit information on this point is very 
material if the purpose of the statement 
is to give accuracy and reliable informa- 
tion. 

It is well known that in the Roman Cath- 
olic churches the attendance is mostly at 
the morning service, when mass is cele- 
brated. If there is any evening service at 
all, it is usually slimly attended, whereas 
most Protestant churches have two or more 


full services, and very often the largest 
attendance is at night. 

The clergy in charge of these services 
probably could inform the Church News 
Association that a very lar reponder- 
ance of those in attendance in the evening 
were not present at any preceding service 
of the respective churches. If it be deemed 
»worth while to attempt the compilation of 
statistics in the matter of attendance at 
churches, it would seem that to . the 
result approach reliability the entire Sun-

FRIGHTENED DR. JACOBI. 


Was Wrong—Physician Had 
Notified Police. 


Dr, Abraham Jacobi, the specialist, of 19 
East Forty-seventh Street, sent for Capt. 
Tighe and Detectives Meany and Walsh of 
the East Fifty-first Street Station, last 
night, saying that he stood in fear of vio- 
lence from Elias Fried, a retired tobacco 
manufacturer, of 511 East Eighty-second 
Street. 

Mr. Fried'’s daughter Rosie, 
years old, who 


seventeen 
had suffered from pa- 
ralysis for three years, was brought to 
his office by her father and mother yes- 
terday afternoon for treatment, and was 
afterward removed to the Flower Hospital, 
where she died. 

Dr. Jacobi says that he found the child’s 
throat in an extremely bad condition, and 
was forced to administer a subcutaneous 
injection immediately. Then he advised 
her parents to take her to a hospital, as 
he had other patients to attend to. The 
doctor then left his office, and on return- 
ing half an hour later found the girl and 
her parents still there. 

The girl was cuddled up on a sofa in such 
a way that her lungs, the doctor says, were 
necessarily depressed, He at once had her 
sit in a gtraight-backed chair that she 
might breathe easier. 

The girl's parents strongly objected to the 
manner in which Dr. Jacobi handled the 
father left the house and 
paced frantically up and down the side- 
walk muttering to himself. The doctor, 
fearing for his*own safety, sent for Po- 
liceman Sullivan, who was on post, and 


had the policeman send for an ambulance. 

While the girl was being carried out to 
the ambulance, Dr. Jacobi tried to give 
her a cordial, when the father rushed up 
in great excitement and grasped the glass. 
He sniffed its contents and said: 

‘That's poison,’ and wouldn't -let his 
daughter take it. 

Two hours after the girl reached the 
hospital she died from what was pro- 
nounced inanition, due to paralysis and 
starvation, 

Nathan Fried, the eldest son of Elias 
Fried, said last night that his father and 
mother did not understand at first the 
nature of the treatment which had been 
given to his sister. Now, he said, they 
realized tnat the treatment Was necessary, 
and that Dr Jacobi only acted in a pro- 
fessional manner.

DEATH OF HENRY WALTER.

Henry Walter, lessee and proprietor of

WILSON AND CARNEGIE 
TO ST. ANDREW'S SONS 


Eloquent Addresses at Banquet of 
the Society. 


Princeton’s President on the Right of- 
Resisting the Majority in National 
Affairs—Mr. Carnegie on Scot- 
tish Character. 


Speaking before the members of the St. 
Andrew's Society of the State of New 


York, gathered at their one hundred. and 
forty-seventh annual banquet at Delmon- 
ico’s last evening, Andrew Carnegie and 
President Woodrow Wilson of Princeton } 
| University moved four hundred hearers to 


cheers time and time again. 

It was most distinctly a Scotch banquet, 
from decorations to speeches, and in the 
spoken words as in the swirl of bagpipe 
and strain of Scotch airs was breathed the 
spirit of the country whose native heather 
each guest wore in his buttonhole. 

President Woodrow Wilson had for a 
subject ‘The Land We Live In,” and as 
he announced his toast, he called out a 
cheer by adding in the same breath, ‘“‘ For 
‘tis not that we love Scotland less, but 
America more.’’ 

“Tt is a land of confusing variety,’’ he 
said when the applause had subsided. ‘‘ We 
meet a new kind of American thing every 
day and our powers of generalization are 
taxed to the point of failure in trying to 
define the American type. 

“It's a curious thing how in politics we 
may discern the same distrust as we ap- 
proach a Presidential election. Politicians 
don't know what to think; they can’t reck- 
on what is going to happen because of the 
surging independence of thinking in these 
United States. There's a vigor, variety, and 
initiative in the country, although we don’t 
find so much of it here in this immediate 
section, where we're all naturally highly 
conventional and wear the same kind of 
clothes, where the cut of our jibs is so 
much the same, and we are constitutionally 
uneasy because there is a place called Kan- 
sas, 

‘We have been taught to believe that all 
men in this country are created free and 
equal; but when we have departed a little 
from the creation I don’t know what we 
will be, for it even seems that some of our 
friends can just go out West and come 
back so changed that we don’t know them. 

‘‘I suppose that there is no private right 
of interpretation of the Constitution. But 
I must confess that some of us just now 
seem to put a private interpretation upon 
international law. And I fancy we feel a 
little worried about it, after all, and if we 
weren't too big to be questioned, that we 
might be put through our paces. 

“And for the matter of that we may be 
yet if we keep on, like a big man who was 
bullying a little one, until the victim, past 
the point of all sufferance, yells out: ‘I 
know you're bigger than I am, but if you 
don't stop I'll get a step ladder and lick 
you. . 

* My old friend Prof. Archibald Hodge of 
Princeton didn’t believe in Democracy, and 
he used to give voice to his feeling in this 
respect, particularly in the remark that we 
would never reach the height of Democracy 
until we had a negro woman as President 
of the United States,’’ : 

Then, in a more serious turn, Dr. Wilson 
went on: “ Yet, with all this variety, there 
is one impressive thing in this country, and | 
that thing is the extraordinary force of the 
majority. Another force is the power of 
accumulated fact. Yesterday's history is ; 
not questioned to-morrow, and we aro 
pushed on and on until the accomplished | 
fact becomes so nearly doctrine that we say 
that we who question this history of yes- 
terday are even become of doubtful patriot- 
ism. 

‘And because of this I feel that one of 
the requisite things is that we should cul- 
tivate hardness enough of: fibre to stand 
when it is necessary and right, against the 
crowd. We forget that there is much more 
patriotism in having the audacity to differ 
trom the majority than in running_ before 
the crowd; we forget that in the resistance 
of the minority some of the biggest things 
in our own history have been accomplished, 
and the man who looks on the Stars and 
Stripes and doesn’t hold a right to say nay 
to his neighbor, even if the neighbor is of 
the larger party, has forgotten the history 
of his country.” |Applause.) 

Andrew Carnegie eloquently bore tribute 

to “The Land o' Cakes."’ “If all the eu- 
logy that has been spoken about Scotland 
were printed,’’ he said by way of introduc- 
tion, “a free library big enough to contain 
thos@ huge tomes would indeed be a great 
order--in fact, the largest order for libra- 
ries I ever have given. 
- ‘And what evokes this unique love and 
worship of country; what makes the Scot 
so Scotch’ First of all, there is the cli- 
mate; then the physical characteristics of 
the land, its mits. its mountain and flood 
evolving the Celtic magic that fires the 
blood and gives to the Scotchman the do or 
die resolve. There comes, too, the strug- 
gle against adverse circumstances which 
strengthens the sinews; then the sacrifice 
and martyrdom through centuries in a 
struggle for a national independence and 
for civil and religious liberty. 

* But there is another thing—the kind of 
training her sons and daughters received in 
their youth, born to poverty, having as 
guide and instructor their father, as nurse, 
seamstress, cook, servant, preacher, hero- 
ine, and saint, their mother. : 

‘I pity the child of the millionaire who 
knows nothing of such a training, and 
when I think of these Scotch children, [ 
know whence they draw their knowledge 
of Scotland's glories. 

“ And, then, the mental food of the youth 
is Scotch; his education is narrow, but it 
is deep—it goes to the marrow and _ stays 
there, so that the Scotch boy is Scotch 
from the core of his heart outward, pure, 
undiluted Scotch, and nothing but Scotch— 
as Scotch as the haggis. 

“Many before me now are the sons of 
Scotland, many have a strain of Scottish ; 
blood in their veins, and there are yet 
many who are native American or other 
strains. Not any or all of us can en- 
hance the fame of our native land or of 
the land of our adoption, but upon all 
of us, the one, or the other, there rests 
the sacred duty of so living that we shall 
discredit neither the land of our adoption 
or the land of our home.’ 

Other speakers were W. Butler Duncan, 
who presided; the Rev. Dr, George C. Lori- 
mer. Job BE. Hedges, and George T. Wilson 
of the Pilgrims of America.

Harlan Page Hubbard. 

Harlan’ Page Hubbard, widely known in 
the advertising world, died yesterday of 
pleuro-pneumonia at his home, 114 Jeffer- 
son Avenue, Brooklyn. Mr. Hubbard was 
born at Deep River, Conn., on Dec. 29, 1845. 

He was employed for some years in the 
New Haven Post Office, and later went 
to Boston, where he became a proofreader 
of advertisements on the local papers. He 


then entered the business office of The 
Daity Palladium, and_ in 1875 became_ the 
business manager of The New Haven Daily 
Press. In 1881 he established a newspaper 
advertising agency in New Haven, where 
he Was unusually successful through his 
ski! in constructing advertisements, and 
especially his plans of attracting public 
attention through novel schemes. 

In the Summer of 1878 Mr. Hubbard con- 
ceived the idea of a newspaper directory 
which would not be as bulky as others, 
the names of the papers being arranged ina 
coluian, with the next column blank. This 
wus for references, as Mr. Hubbard in his 
business had seen many advertisers mak- 
ing notege in separate books. This was a 
success, and led to his making a newspaper 
directory of the world, which included a 
list cf banks and bankers. 

For seme years Mr. Hubbard had con- 
fineé himself to the construction of ad- 
vertisements for magazines and newspa- 
pers and the large agencies. Mr. Hubbard 
was krown to the newspaper proprietors 
and advertisers of the country. For many 
vears he had been a member of the New 

ork Press Club. 


Charies J. Fox. 

Major Charles J. Fox of Detroit, Mich., 
died suddenly at Battle Creek yesterday 
morning. 

He was graduated from Union College in 
1861, and entered the army as a First Lieu- 
terant in the One Hundred and Seventh New 
York Regiment, hig brother, William F. 


Fox, now. of Albany, author of “ Regi- 
mental Losses in the Civil War"’ and other 
works, being his Captain. The two broth- 
ers left the service as Lieutenant Colonel 
and Major. Major Fox was a_ popular 
officer, and missed hardly a single battle 
or skirmish of the Twelfth Corps from 
Antietam to Gettysburg, and then with 
Sherman to the close of the war.

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GLEEFUL FRESHMEN DINE} 


Frustrate Sophomores’ Efforts to 
Prevent Their Banquet. 


Columbia Students -in Series of Skirm- 


ishes—Police Reserves as Body- 
guard for Banqueters. 


Columbia College freshmen fought a fight 
with their traditional enemies, the sopho- 
mores, yesterday. Night found them ban- 
queting at the Ansonia depleted in number, 
but proud and flushed with victory. Up 
near the college ten of their men sl 
lingered in a dungeon deep, but a hundred 
of them scratched and tuckered out, but 
creditable classmen, sat at the banquet 
board, indifferent to the sophomores. who 
in the street were hooting and yelling in 
impoteat wrath. 

Some one had learned and made public 
the location of the place where the fresh- 
men purposed holding their yearly dinner. 
Some mutterings of what they might ex- 
pect had reached them when on Sunday 
evening their leader in the plans, A. C. 
Veit, called on Capt. Kemp of the West 
Sixty-eighth Street Station, requesting po- 
lice protection for the banquet. He got 
it, too, in the shape of half a hundred stal- 
wart guardians of the peace. 

The sophomores held a powwow yester- 
day, and sent a scout to the Ansonia, 
located at Broadway and Seventy-third 
Street, where, by pretending to be a fresh- 
man, he ascertained definitely that the 
banquet had been bought and paid for, and 
Was to be held in the evening. Upon his 
return the sophomores began to prepare 


for battle. 

They delegat@d a squad of twenty men 
or more to guard every gate leading from 
the college campus, with the result that 
a series of little, scraps. ensued which 
lasted all the afternoon, and drew a crowd 
from time to time. It was decided that 
every freshman upon leaving the campus 
must either promise not to attend the din- 
ner or be locked up. 

The improvised jail was in the basement 
of the Phi Delta Theta Fraternity Club- 
house, 415 West One Hundred and Seven- 
teenth Street. The capture of the prisoners 
and their incarceration was not an easy 
matter, for several of the freshmen’s foot- 
ball team were caught and it required 
strength to overcome them. 

In ali thirty freshmen were 
twenty of whom either relented or got out 
of their temporary prison through coal 
hoies or by other unusual means of exit. 

The fun grew still more interesting when 
night came on. Capt. Kemp early sta- 
tioned his squad of reserves from the 
Riverside to the Ansonia. The freshmen 
had arranged to meet at the home of Robert 
Veit, father of A. S. Veit, at 310 West 


Seventy-third Street,- and there most of 
them arrived a little after 8 o'clock. 

In groups of ten or more the sophomores 
began to collect on the various adjoining 
streets, and from time to time night was 
made hideous by a series of yells as a 

up captured a straggling freshman who 
ad relied upon his wit to get him into the 
banquet. 

This was accomplished in several in- 
stances by means of disguises, several of 
the freshmen entering dressed as messen- 
ger boys, and in one or two instances by 
means of false beards and mustaches. 
None of them was foolish enough to wear 
a dress suit. Loud shouts in the banquet 
hall from time to time as a new arrival 
joined -his classmates apprised the cha- 
grined sophomores that they were being 
oQutwitted. 

From the Veit house to the Ansonia was 
through a double file of policemen on Sev- 
enty-third Street. Those who had chosen 
the safer course of relying on the sturdy 
* blvecoats began their march to the Ansonia 
about 8:30 o'clock, amid the howls and 
taunts of the helpless sophomores, unable 
to get at them. 

In not one of the instances when epee 
Were being taken to the hotels did the 
following sophomores cause any trouble, 
and only one policeman was injured during 
the entire day’s excitement. He was John 
J. Barnes of the West Sixty-eighth Street 
Station, who fell over a hydrant plug in 
wyies to capture a group of sophomores 
who were chasing a straggling freshman. 

Barnes was taken to Roosevelt Hospital, 
injured in the shoulder, one of his col- 
leagues taking up the chase to save the 
fleeing freshman. He got the frightened 
Youngster, too, and brought him to his 
plate of terrapin. 

About seventy-five freshmen were pre- 
cluded from enjoying the feast by the prom- 
ise not to attend it exacted from them when 
prisoners in the hands of tle sophomores.

$5,000 FOR TROTTING SIRE| 


Peter the Great Was Star of the 
“Old Glory” Auction Sale. 


Interest Continues in the Annual Offer- 
ing of Harness Horses in Madi- 
son Square Garden. 


The interest of horsemen and public alike 
centred in the sale of the trotter Peter the 
Great (2:074%) at the Fasig-Tipton Com- 
pany’s ‘Old Glory ” horse auction in Madi- 
son Square Garden yesterday, when the big 
offering of trotting bred stock entered its 
second week. The competition that the 
stallio& aroused before he passed into the 
possession of Peter Duryea;of Lexington, 
Ky., for $5,000 was quite as lively as the 
crowd generally anticipated, though the 
price that the horse brought fell far short 
of expectations. 

Peter the Great, bay horse, eight years 
old, by Pilot Medium-Santos, by Grand 
Sentinel, and an individual of the highest 
type of blooded trotter, was consigned by 
J. Malcolm Forbes, owner of the Forbes 
Farm, Ponkapog, Mass., as one of twenty- 
four horses offered for the purpose of re- 
ducing the number of stallions and mares 
on his place. Though breeders were in- 
clined to think there might be some other 
reason than the lack of room on the Forbes 
Farm for the sale of a stallion of such 
merit, the horse won approval on all sides 
when he was led into the sales ring in good 
flesh and perfect condition. 

The bidding for Peter the Great was 
started by A+ L.gThomas of Omaha, with 
an offer of $2,000. This promptly was 
raised to $3,000 by J. M. Johnson of Calais, 
Me, D. D. Streeter of Kalamazoo, Mich., 
then joined in the 
contest, with an advance of $500. A fourth 
bidder in George Leavitt, acting for Peter 
Duryea, made the next offer, increasing 
the bid to $4,000. The price went up by 
bids of $100, Messrs. Streeter and Leavitt 
being the competitors at the finish, until at 
$5,000, offered on Mr. Duryea’s account by 
Mr. Leavitt, the horse was sold. Mr. Dur- 
yea, who is the owner of the Patchen 
Wilkes stud farm near Lexington, Ky., in- 
tends the horse for service on the farm. 

Peter the Great, in addition to combining 
the blood of several of the most prominent 
and successful trotting families, those of 


Nancy Hanks and Lou Dillon among other 
famous and fast animals, enjoys the dis- 
tinction of having. won and having sired 
a winner of the Kentucky Futurity. He 
was a splendid race horse, with a record 
of being second in 2:15% as a two-year-old, 
and was a winner at both three years, 
when he took a record of 2:12%, and at four 
ears, when, at New York in 1899, he earned 
is race record of 2:07%. In the stud he 
won success with the first of his product to 
race, his most notable representative on 
the turf to date being the sensational filly 
Sadie Mac (2:11%,) three years old, winner 
of the Kentucky Futurity, Hartford Fu- 
turity, and the Lexington and Tyro stakes, 
her only starts. The comment of horsemen 
on the unexpectedly low price for which 
Mr. Duryea secured Peter the Great caused 
several of the breeders present to realize 
that they may have erred in not bidding 
higher for the horse, and within a short 
time after the sale the stallion’s new 
owner refused an offer of an advance of 
$3,000 on the sum he paid for the horse, 
made by one breeder, and a larger offer 
made by another breeder for a half interest 
in the stallion. 

‘Lhe best price, next to that for Peter the 
Great. was $1,650, paid by D. W. Maloney 
of New York for Governor Crane, a year- 
ling bay colt by Bingen-Nowaday by Look- 
away, and brother to Tatara, (2:17%,) one 
of the fastest two-year-olds of the season. 
Arother individual that brought up the 
average of the Forbes horses was Green 
Silk, (2:28% at two years,) bay mare, five 
years. by Prodigal-Brown Silk by Baron 
Vilkes, purchased by William G. Simpson 
of Lexington, Ky., for $1,300. 

A small consignment from Thomas W. 
Iawson's Dreamwold Farm, Scituate, 
Mass., attracted some little attention, the 
horse that aroused the most attention being 
Borvima’s Brother, whose name indicates a 
reiaticnship to the stout race horse Bo- 
ralma, (2:07,) claimed through the fact that 
Boreas is the sire of both horses. Bo- 
ralma’s Brother gave great promise as a 
two-year-old, and was bought by Mr. Law- 
son for a big price. He was sold yester- 
day to W. H. Jermyn of New York for 
$1,000, a sum that would not pay for his 
shoeing since he has been in the Lawson 
stable. 

The attendance throughout the day and 
evening was large, the sightseers who drift- 
ed in and out of the big hall keeping the 
seate in the affine stand,’’ on the south 
side of the building, well filled. The sale 
has two more days to go before the horses 
catalicgued are disposed of. After that a 
supplemental sale will be held.

THE WEATHER. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 80.—Reports of 
European weather show a noteworthy corre- 
spondence of abnormal storm movements over 
the eastern part of the United States and West- 
ern Europe from Nov. 27 to 20. During that 
period a storm moved rapidly southeastward 
from the valley of the Red River of the North 
to the Carolina Coast, carrying a snow area 
into North Carolina and causing frost in North- 
ern Florida, and a disturbance of unusual se- 
verity passed from the British Isles southeast- 
ward over Western Europe attendsd by violent 
storms in Western and Southwestern Europe 
and snow in France and Northern Italy. During 
the progress of these storms an area of high 
barometer of great magnitude occupied thé Mid- 
dle Atlantic Ocean. 

Fair Weather prevailed generally to-day in 
the United States, except from Kansas oyer the 
Dakotas and In Eastern Colorado, Western Iowa, 
and Western Missouri, where snow was re- 
ported, Barometric pressures were high or 
rising east of the Mississippi and west of the 
Rocky Mountains, and low and falling on the 
Eastern Rocky Moantain slope where a storm 
is evidently developing. Temperature changes 
were slight and unimportant. 

Cloudy weather with snow is indicated for the 
Middle and Upper Mississippi Valley and thence 
to the Rocky Mountains Tuesday, and the pre- 
cipitation area will extend over the upper lake 
region and Ohio Valley by to-morrow night and 
grevably reach the Atlantic States by Wednes-

LARGE GOLD IMPORTS. 


Further Engagements Amounting to 
$1,850,000. 


Gold engagements to the amount of $1,- 
850,000 were announced yesterday, these 
being the largest engagements on any one 
day since the present movement of gold to 
this country was begun on Nov. 2 last. Of 
this amount Lazard Fréres secured $1,350,- 
000, and the National City Bank. about 
$500,000, the bulk of both engagements rep- 
resenting gold which reached England on 
Saturday from South Africa, During the 
month, since the movement of gold began, 
the amount engaged shows a total of a lit- 
tle over $11,000,000, of which there has 
already arrived in this country about $§,- 
200,000, The expectations among. New York 
bankers is that further amounts of the pre- 
cious metal will be secured, though, of 
course, the extent to which the movement 
will go will necessarily depend upon ex- 
change and money market conditions as 
they may develop. 

The market for sterling exchange yester- 
day was easier, but the business done was 
not overlarge. In the call money market, 
rates advanced as high as 9 per cent., which 
is the highest point to which call rates 


have gone this season. Should rates as 
high as this be maintained, the importation 
of gold would be facilitated to some further 
extent, as such rates would naturally react 
upon the exchange market, making it easier 
for New York bankers to import the pre- 
cious metal. But while call rates advance 
and exchange declines here, the price of 
sold in London is being held as high as 
possible and this, of course, to some extent 
offsets the favorable conditions here. Cables 
to the Wall Street News agencies yester- 
day reported the price of gold bars in 
London as having advanced %d., to 77s.

President Winthrop E. Scarritt of the 
Commonwealth Trust Company, in 
the days.of the United States Shipbuilding 
Company was the Trust Cofipany of the 
Republic, announced yesterday that that in- 
stitution, from the present time, would as- 
sume an active rather than a passive atti- 
tude with respect to the litigation in which 
the affairs of the bankrupt shipbuilding 
combination are now involved, His state- 
ment follows: 

“The Trust Company of the Republic, to 
the extent that it hag been silent and quiet 
under the shipbuilding charges, has changed 
its position and intends to take an aggres- 
sive position. This means that instead of 
suffering losses and acquiescing in what 
has been done, it proposes to take a fight- 
ing position, irrespective of whomsoever is 
hit by the statements of fact. 

“The facts will be set forth, and if they 
create a coat that fits anybody's back, 


that is the fault of the back, not the coat.” 
The statement was interpreted as being 
the official announcement of the bringing 
of suits by the trust company against va- 
rious parties involved in the sh iphuilding 
company flotation and wrecking. ‘oO & econ- 
siderable extent it had been forecast by 
suggestions from well-informed quarters 
during the last three weeks, which lacked 
only official authorization. 
There are now feur distinct lines of liti- 
gation in prec ess or about to be set in 
process in the shipbuilding controversy, pro- 
vided a newspaper suit is taken seriously. 
One is the pending suit brought by four of 
the first mortgage bondholders, the affirm- 
ative end of Which would be the appoint- 
ment, by confession or otherwise, of a 
manent receiver and the incidental a yan 
tion of a plan of reorganization for t 
shipbuilding company in which the first 
mortgage bonds should be taken care of. 
The second line of legal action is through 
the suits about to be instituted by the Trust 
Company of the Republic to recover for its 
losses in the shipbuilding promotion. The 
third litigation ts that started by the Mer- 
cantile Trust Company as holder of a mort- 
gage for $16,000,000, executed prior to the 
Bethlehem purchase, and hence before the 
issuance of the first mortgage bonds held 
by the four complainants before Special 
Examiner Henry D. Oliphant. This seeks 
the appointment of another receiver than 
ex-Senator James Smith, Jr., because the 
latter, in his report, *‘ threw out of court ' 
the holdings of the complainants on the 
ground that their sharing in free promotion 
stock canceled any mortgage bond claims, 
and involves the foreclosure of the Merean- 
tile Trust Company mortgage. The fourth 
action would be that threatened by a news- 
paper on behalf of a Boston stockholder in 
the Trust Company of the Republic and of 
any ebipesnding company stockholders who 
may put their claims in its hands 
Mr. Charles M, Schwab, who was at his 
office yesterday, declined to discuss the 
shipbuilding matter in any way. 
He also declined to discuss a report that 
on-his behaif an offer of settlement coming 
oete opponents in the ease has been re- 
ected.

NEW AMERICAN LINE PORT. 


Steamships to Stop at Plymouth on East- 
ward Trips—Cherbourg a Regular 
Port of Call, 


The report that the steamships of the 
American Line would stop at Plymouth 
on all eastward .trips was confirmed yester- 
day by the officials of the line in this 
city. By making this stop, the American 
Line steamers will be able to get their 
malls to London five hours earlier than 
they do by. putting the bags ashore at 
Southampton. According to the line offi- 
clais, the mail will be distributed by the 
first Saturday morning delivery in Lon- 
don. which will give people time to reply 
by the American Line steamship which 
sails from Southampton on that day. 

Besides the above change, the American 
Line ships will hereafter stop at Cherbourg, 
both going and ¢oming. Formerly they 
stopped there on-westward voyages only. 
The ships will ngt.stop at Plymouth on 
return voyages. 

This latest move on the part of the Amer- 
ican Line ‘was taken in shipping circles yes- 
terday as conclusive evidence that the line 
is making a great effort to break into the 
mail-carrying contract of the Cunard Line. 
When the American Line changed its sail- 
ing day from Wednesday to Saturday it 
was generally believed that the change 
was made for the purpose of securing the 
heavy Saturday shipment of mail, and yes- 
terday’s ennouncement caused no great sur- 
prise. 

The greater distance which the mails 
earried by the Cunard ships have to go to 


reach London by way of Liverpool was 
made up by the greater speed of the Cunard 
lincrs. By pexine a stop at Plymouth the 
American Line ips will save carrying 
the mails a distance of almost 150 miles, or 
a run of about eight hours. The railroad 
time to London from Plymouth is about 
three hours longer than from Southampton, 
making the actual saving of time about 
five hours: 


CUNARDER’S SOUTHERN TRIP. 


The Aurania Back from Mediterranean 
Ports as Pioneer in New Service. 


The steamship Aurania arrived here yes- 
terday from Genoa and Naples. She is the 
first of the Cunard liners to make the voy- 
age from this city to Mediterranean: ports 
and back again, 

Her passenger list on the voyage was 
very small, only 314 persons being in all 
three classes, while the yessel is capable of 
carrying upward of 1,200. The smallness 


of the list is due to the fact that the 
Cunard Line is little known in Italy.

The Cunard Line will now maintain a 
regular service between this city and Med- 
iterranean ports. 


WEST STREET PLANS. DELAYED.

Road Postponed Until New Year. 


In all probability there will be no further 
move on the part of the New York City 
Railway Company, successor to the Metro- 
politan, to secure the rights for an over- 
head trolley system in West Street until 
after Jan. 1, when the Tammany adminis- 
tration Will bé-in office. Dock Commis- 
sioner Hawkes has not yet had any formal 
application for the consent of the city, 
which is the property owner along the en- 
tire west side of the street, and therefore 
the matter will not come before him in any 
respect. 

At the office of Commissioner Monroe of 


the Department of Watér Supply, Gas and 
Electricity it was said that the matter had 
not yet come in any form before Cdémmis- 
sioner Monroe, and that if it did come 
would be referred the Corporation 
Counsel.

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GITY HALL ART CENSURED 


Done on the “ Hurry-Up” Plan and 
Is Disappointing. 


Waist Line of Figure of. Agriculture 
Comes In for Most Criticism—Art 
Commission Approves Designs. 


Critics of the Municipal Art Commission 
are dissatisfied with the new ceiling in the 
Aldermanic Chamber’ at the City Hall and 
have formally shown their: disapproval by 
declining to accept the recommendation of 
its sub-committee that it be adopted. This 
dewelops a state of affairs in which it may 
be necesPary for the artist, Taber Sears, to 
bring suit in order to get his.compensation 
for the decoration. : 

Under the agreement. with the otty Mr. 
Sears had to have the ceiling completed and 
in place by Oct. 30, thus having two and.a 
half months in which to complete the work. 
The ceiling was painted according: to the 
design, on canvas, and was put up in sec- 
tions, being retouched when in place. 

The ceiling consists of a central panel, 40 
by 25, representing New York as the Hast- 
ern gateway of America receiving the 
tribute of nations. The central figure is of 
a woman, seated attended.by others carry- 
ing garlands, and representihig Prosperity, 
Civilization, Wisdom, Navigation, and 
Agriculture. A scroll is being extended -to 
the seated figure, which represents New 
York City. At the'left\is a boy supporting 
on his left arm a shield bearing the coat- 
of-arms of the city, while in his right hand 
he carries the sword of state. Below the 
bridge and stairway on which the figures 
stand is ‘to be seen the Brooklyn Bridge and 
the masts and sails of ships. About the 
central figure are four panels representing 
Justice, Commerce, Peace, and Govern- 
ment. 

The ceiling Was in place on time, and 
since then the members of the Municipal 
Commission have been in trouble over it. 
They have declared that the waist line of 
the figure representing Agriculture is more 
that of a female figure than of a male. 
Another objection is that the boy holding 
the shield and sword is not sufficiently 
plump to look the part. -The fact that the 
seated female figure representing New. York 
wears a red robe dso is objected to 
on the ground that it makes,the figure un- 
duly prominent, and destroys much of the 
effect. A sub-committee of the Municipal 
Art Commission was authorized to make an 
official investigation and report. The com- 
mittee consisted of Frederick Dielman, 
Chairman; William J. Coombs, and Loyall 
Farragut. The committee on Saturday 
last reported that the work was not up to 
the high standard of art desirable.in the 
decoration of so important a chamber, but 
that a work of art conforming to high 
standards could be produced under condi- 
tions of time and remuneration such as 
obtained. 

The remuneration to.which reference is 
made is understood to be $2,000, the 
amount which Mr. Sears is reported to have 
been promised by the contractor. When 
the report of the committee was received 
by the full committee yesterday it flatly 
declined to adopt the report and refused to 
accept the work, deciding that changes 
would have to be made or élse it would 
seck to withhold payment. At the office of 
the Controller Mr. Grout said that an in- 
vestigation would be made of the entire af- 
fair. 

At the same session the Art Commission 
disapproved of eight of eleven designs sub- 
mitted by Philip Martiny for sculpture in 
the new Hall of Records. The sculptor sub- 
mitted seven designs for figures of ex- 


Mayors of the city. Two only, of Mayors 
Hone and Stuyvesant, were approved. Five 
were disapproved, they being of Mayors 
Duane, Colden, Heathcote, Clinton, and De 
Vries. Four designs were submitted of al- 
legorical statues and three were disap- 
proved. The commission apererss of the 
Slocum Statue by MacMonn es for Bedford 
Avenue and Eastern Parkway, Brooklyn; 
approved of the new gateway for Prospect 
Park on the south side from Ocean Avenue; 
approved of the plans for a marble shelter 
overlooking the western playgrounds in 
Prospect Park; approved of the Hoppin & 
Keen plans for th 1e new Police Headquar- 
ters on the Centre Market, site, and ap- 
proved the general plan of the new_Bor- 
ough Hall for Brooklyn, although disap- 
proving of the Joralemon Street facade. 
The Staten Island ferry terminal and rec- 
reation pier at Stapleton were also ap- 
proved. 


TEN- YEAR LAWSUIT ENDED. 


Lorenz Reich Recovers Possession of 
the Cambridge Hotel. 


Justice Giegerich in the Supreme Court 
yesterday handed down a decision in the 
case of Lorenz Reich against the executors 
and trustees of the estate of William F. 
Cochran, which has been in the courts for 
ten years, and whioh involves the posses- 
sion of the Cambridge Hotel, at Fifth Ave- 
nue and Thirty-third Street. 

Mr. Reich, a wine merchant, In 1886 ob- 
tained from the Astor estate a lease on the 
ground on the southwest corner of Thirty- 
third Street and Fifth Avenue for a long 
term of years. For this he agreed to pay 
an annual rental of $25,000, with certain 
stipulations for renewals and increases. 
He then built the present hotel, expending 
several hundred thousand dollars. 

Running short of money, he borrowed 
from the late William F. Cochran $275,000, 
and gave what appeared to be an assign- 
ment of the lease in addition to a bond 
and mortgage to secure the loan. Upon 
this the iitigation was founded. 

Justice Giegerich sets aside certain judg- 
ments which Mr. Cochran's executors ob- 
tained dispossessing Mr. Reich, formerly 
proprietor of the hotel, and decided that 
the assignment was in effect a mortgage, 
the interest upon which was usurious. 

He gives Mr. Reich the right to posses- 
sion of the roperty, and directs him to pay 
to the Cochran heirs the amount of the 
various loans made by him, with interest,. 
credit being given the debtor for what he 
paid as rent and the net rents and profits 
of the property since he was dispossessed.

A GUN WITHOUT RECOIL. 


Gen. Wheeler Describes Novel Weapon 
Which Is to be Tested at 
Sandy Hook. 


Gen. Joseph E. Wheeler was at Fort 
Hancock, Sandy Hook, yesterday, making | 
arrangements for the testing of a new gun 
by the Government authorities. The gun 
is the invention of a Cleveland man, and 
is said to be absolutely without recoil. 
Several private tests have been made with 
it, all of which, it is said, have been most 
successful. 

In speaking of the gun yesterday Gen. 
Wheeler said: ‘“‘ For years the inventors 
of guns have been working on devices to 
prevent recoil. As the range of a gun is 
increased the charge behind the projectile 
is increased, which on exploding makes the 
backward pressure greater. To offset this 
recoil various mechanffms have been in- 
vented, which in many cases weigh more 
and cost far more than the gun iself. 

‘All of the former inventions to pre- 
vent recoil have been placed at the breech 
of the gun. The latest is placed’ at the 
muzzle. It isso arranged that the gas 
from the exploding charge, working against 
it. causes as great a backward pressure as 
forward, but does not decrease the range. 

“It is very strange that in all of the 


years in which men have been working on 
such things none has before thought 
out this device. Now that it has been dis- 
covered, the praise of it from men who 
have seen it worked is unlimited. Out in 
Ceveland a while ago we put one of the 
present forms of navy guns on the end of 
a pier and fired it. The gun bounded back 
260 feet. Then we fired an equal charge 
from the new-style gun, and it did not 
pwove an inch. 

“On another occasion we had about 
twenty prominent young Cleveland women 
firing rifles built on the plans of our guns. 
All were pleased with the test, and not one 
of them complained of any soreness in the 
shoulder after they had fired most of the 
afternoon.’

DEFINITION OF COUNTERFEIT MONEY.— 
United States District Attorney Sherman 
T. MePherson of Cincinnati, Ohio, and his 
assistants, Edward P. Moulinier and-Thom- 
as Darby, are being bothered with the 
question, What is counterfeit money as 
contrasted with the notes of the Govern- 
ment? The matter came up when a 
Secret Service agent applied for a warrant 
for the arrest of a man charged with-hav- 
ing In his possession and attempting to 
pass a ‘counterfeit’ bill, The bill ,in 
question was an old State banknote. The 
alleged counterfeiter would have been 
taken into custody had not Mr. Moulinter 
found two decisions which seemed to take 
such a case as that brought to the atten- 
tion of his chief out of the jurisdiction of 
the Federal courts. It would appear that 
to constitute a counterfeit a bill must be 


of the similitude of a Government obliga- | 


tion and. used in its inception with sudh 
an intent. In one of the decisions Judge 
Amidon of the United States District 
Court for Dakota said in part: ‘‘ The pas- 
sage of a Cofifederate bill is contrary to 
the fourth clause of the Revised Statutes, 
Section 5430, which makes it an offense 
for any person except under authority of 
a proper officer to have in his possession 
‘any obligation or other security engraved 
and printed after the similitude of any 
obligation or other security issued under 
the authority of the United States, with 
intent to sell or otherwise use the same, 
but to constitute a violation of such. provis- 
ion the instrument used must in its incep- 
tion have been intended to simulate some 
obligation or security of the United States, 
The general likeness which one form of 
paper money bears to another is not suf- 
ficient. The use as money of an instru- 
ment which does not possess the requisite 
similitude to some National obligation or 
security, to perpetrate a common law 
cheat, is not an offense against the United 
States, but is solely within State author- 
ity." The other decision, by Judge Bel- 
linger of the Oregon Federal Court, is in 
part as follows: “ Bills issued by a bank 
tor circulation are not obligations or se- 
curities Far gaz and printed after the 
similitude of an obligation and security 
issued under the authority of the United 
States,’ within the meaning of the Re- 
vised Statutes, Soo 5430, since they do 
not purport to be obligations or securities 
of the United States, and an indictment 
for a violation of said section does not 
charge an offense where it shows that the 
aeepeente referred to are such bank 
s."’
